Introducing the Employment 
Bill, Mr James Prior, Secretary 
of State for Employment; said 
the aim was to bring some 
commons ense into industrial 
relations and to help prevent 

“extreme behaviour which, goes 

beyond all reason, including a 
repetition of those picketing 
excesses that so distressed the 
nation last winter - 

Its mam pnmsimis are: to 
encourage ' the wider use. -of 


secret ballots in union affairs; 
to-limit lawful picketing to a 
picket's own place of work; to 
provide greater protection for 
employees affected by a closed 
shop; to eaabh'sh codes o£ 
practice on the-closed shop and 
picketing; to provide protection 
against “ coercive M trade union 
recruitment; and to encourage 
employers to create new jobs. 

But the Department of Em¬ 
ployment is. still reviewing trade 
union immunities, and further 
narrowing of trade unionists’ 
rights to take action with im¬ 
punity under the civil law may 
be introduced. 

Mr Leu Murray, general sec¬ 
retary of dbe TUC, denounced 
the BUI as “irrelevant and 
grossly unfair 0 and predicted 
tfcri unions would seek to regain 


through -collective bargaining, 
and by *'* perfectly proper” 
strikes if necessary, the employ¬ 
ment rights that die legislation 
will remove. 

He went on : rt I am absolutely 
convinced that this- legislation, 
if it becomes an Act, will have 
to 'be removed by Parliament 
itself; and I would guess that 
the' reasons for that will be the 
reaction, resentment and pres¬ 
sures of employers as much as 
unions. If I have anything to 
do with it, we shall be asking 
the Labour Party to give us an 
absolute assurance of repeal.” 

The TUC’s employment policy 
and organization committee 
meets next Thursday to examine 
the Bill in detail and deride on 
further action. 

The Confederation of British 


Industries gave a general wel¬ 
come to the Bill which the em¬ 
ployers feel hits the right tar¬ 
gets. Sir John Mcihven, direc¬ 
tor-general of the CBI, said that 
subject ro minor reservations, 
it seemed an important step in 
t3cklinz abuses of the law 
which 'had been damaging to 
business and industry. It should 
help to improve the hopes for 
economic recovery. 

The Bill provides for state 
funds for secret ballots held, by 
unions on election 3 to office, 
the caning and ending of strikes 
or other industrial action, and 
amending union rules and amal¬ 
gamations. 

That part of the Bill is likely 
to prove the least contentious. 
The electricians’ union has 
already said it will accept pub-

Mr. Charles • Haughey, the 
Irish Republic's new; Prime 
Minister, hinted strongly last 
night that he proposed to 
return his party to Its 1975 
policy statement of seeking a 
British declaration of with¬ 
drawal from Ulster. 

That declaration was sub¬ 
stantially watered down by Mr 
Jack' Lynch, the outgoing 
Taoiseach, but still officially 
stands as a central Fianna Fail 
objective. However, Mr 
Haughey coupled Ms contro¬ 
versial remarks with a forth¬ 
right condemnation of violence 
and terrorism. 

“I condemn the provisional 
TRA and all its activities ”, he 
said.- 

His party supporters, who 
were crowded behind him at a 
press conference in Leinster 
House, xheered and clapped 
loudly -at. this first ontnght 
attack on the IRA heard from 
Mr Haughey for some years. 

The reputation of the, new 
Prime Minister is that of a 
hard liner, but he appeared to 
betrying to present himself as. 
a more conciliatory figure yes¬ 
terday. He .would be happy to 
■ taifc to Mrs Thatcher, the Rev 
Jan Paisley, and the ‘ Official 
Unionists, ne said. Peace was 
a goal, he made it dear, that he 
held high. -

. His outright rejection of the 
Provisional IRA is undoubtedly 
bis most unequivocal statement 
on terrorism since the arms 
trial. 


He gave a faint hint that the 
agreement between Britain and 
Ireland for British helicopters 
to cross the border might be 
dropped, but he was not 
specific. 

He said : “ I believe strongly 
tiiat our army and our police 
are capable of dealing with 
security matters in the - repub¬ 
lic”. That, too, bis supporters 
cheered loudly. 

Unionises apprehensive: Im¬ 
mediate reaction among Union¬ 
ists in Northern Ireland to Mr 
Haaghey’s appointment was one 
of same apprehension char there 
would be a sharper edge to 
Dublin's thrust for Irish unity.

The provision of private 
medical care will become easier 
and the raising of voluntary 
funds to help the National 
Health Service will be 
encouraged under the National 
Health Sendees Bill, introduced 
yesterday. 

It implements the Tory 
pledge to see that pay beds are 
available in hospitals, where 
there is a demand for them, 
and abolishes the Health Ser¬ 
vices Board, which was given 
the task of phasing out pay 
beds and restricting private 
practice by the last govern¬ 
ment. 

The Bill gives power to the 
Secretary of State for Health 
and Social Security to simplify 
the structure of the NR5. Area 
health authorities are likely tb 
give way to ooe or nuire single 
district healch authorities but 
the final form, will await dis¬ 
cussions on a consultative docu¬ 
ment to be ' published next 
Tuesday. 

The control of private hos¬ 
pital developments will be 
transferred from the Health 
Services Board to the Secretary 
of Sate, and changed. 

The present limit on the 
number of beds a private 
hospital may provide flOO in 
Greater London and 75 else¬ 
where) will be raised to 120. 
There will be exemption from 
authorization for increases in 
the number of beds in private 
hospitals where the increase is 
less than 20 per cent jn a three- 
year period. 

But the Bill gives the Secre¬ 
tary of State a new reserve 
discretionary power which 
would enable him to designate 
areas where all private hospital 
developments would have to be 
authorized This meets a 
recommendation by the Royal 
Commission on the NHS that 
there should be power to 
investigate the effect on the 
NHS of several small develop¬ 
ments. 

Under the Bill health authori¬ 
ties will no longer be pre¬ 
vented from directly promoting 
fund-raising appeals. Thev will 
be able to make grants to local 
authorities for personal social

Lord Soames, the newly ap¬ 
pointed Governor of Rhodesia, 
said last ni^ht that his hope 
was to substitute the ballot box 
for the rifle. Although be bad 
no direct experience of Africa, 
he said, he would not lack for 
wise advice. 

Asked why he accepted such 
A challenging appointment. Lord 
Soames said: If I can play 
any part in helping Rhodesia, 
which has suffered so much, to 
return to normality, to let by¬ 
gones be bygones, to turn away 
from war towards politics and 
free and fair elections, and to 
come to majority rule through 
the ballot box without reaching 
for rifles, then I would have 
contributed something worth 
contributing 

He did not minimize the dif¬ 
ficulties, he said, but he was 
going to Rhodesia with consid¬ 
erable confidence. “Ir is the 
sort of job, if you are asked 
to do it you do it” 

Lord Soimes, who was 
making- his first appearance 
before the press after the 
announcement of his appoint; 


ment. left open the question 
whether he would be flying to 
Salisbury, before the details of 
. the ceasefire were finally 
agreed in London. His hope is 
to leave " in the next few 
days". . 

Lord Carrington said tnc 
details were obviously impor¬ 
tant. __ 

Tbe Patriotic Front warned 
Lord Soames yesterday not to 
ventiere around Rhodesia before 
a ceasefire is agreed. “Anyone 
who loiters in our operational 
area is fair game”, a spokes¬ 
man said in London. 

He added: ** He should go 
to Salisbury and stay in 
Government House. 

“If he• loucers around in our 
operational areas there is no 
way for anyone to know that 
the white person approaching is 
Ix»rd Soames. 

“We haven’t given orders 
for a ceasefire. On the contrary, 
our orders to escalate the 
armed struggle remain and 
they must be understood.” 

Asked about this later Lord ' 
Soames laughed and said: “It’s 
a hypothetical situation.”

Several dozen rebels seized 
control today of Union Island 
in the Caribbean in an apparent 
attempt to secede from the 
newly independent state of St 
Vincent. They nude an armed 
attack on a police station, forc¬ 
ing tbe police to flee in a boat, 
according W a Government 
Spokesman. - 

After an urgent appeal from 
Dr Milton Cato, the Prime 
Minister, the neighbouring 
island of Barbados sent a. con¬ 
tingent of troops which arrived 
in St Vincent at lunch, time. 
They are expected to invade 
Union Island and wrest control 
from the rebels, who have 
blocked the airstrip. 

An aircraft' carrying 40 
policemen from St Vincent was 
fired on as it cried » laud, but 


tbe shots did not hit it- It landed 
on nearby Palm Island, where 
according to some reports a 
sympathetic revolt also broke 
out. 

The insurrection is believed 
to have been provoked by Iasi 
Wednesday's election in which 
the ruling Labour Party, led by 
Dr Cato, won 11 seats and the 
opposition New Democratic 
Party two. 

Mr Cato, when T reached him 
by telephone this afternoon, 
seemed anxious to play down 
. tbe incident- “ I think we shaJl 
soon have it under control,” he 
said. 


British assistance sought: 
Whitehall sources confirmed 
last night that Dr Cato had 
approached Britain informally 
For assistance in putting down 
the insurrection: No decision 
had been taken pending formal 


lie funding for the ballots it 
already holds, and the Amalga¬ 
mated Union of Engineering 
Workers is likely to foliow 
suit.

Much more controversial Is 
rite Government’s intention to 
give workers employed or seek¬ 
ing employment where there is 
a closed shop die right not to 
be unreasonably excluded t or 
expelled from a trade union. 
That wll be buttressed by fur* 
ther amendments to the law in¬ 
troduced by the Labour Govern¬ 
ment. . 

The law relating to unfair 
dismissal will also be amended 
to shift die burden of proving 


that a dismissal was unfair front 
the employer to tbe employee. 

Mr Prior proposes to define 
“ peaceful picketing” to remove 
from legal immunity the 
secondary picketing which was 
a feature of last winter’s lorry 
drivers’ strike. Pickets and 
their unions will now be open 
to civil actions for damages,

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Mr Vance seeks allies 
in Bonn and London 


over Iran money war

Mr Cyrus Vance, the United 
States Secretary of Srarc, 
arrives in London on Monday 
for meetings with the Foreign 
Secretary, Lord Carrington, 
and Mrs Margaret Thatcher, 
when he is likely to step up 
pressure on Britain to back 
Washington’s economic war 
against Iran. 

Mr Vance will fly on w 
other European capitals to 
deliver the same message and 
attempt cn allay intern arional 
disquiet over American actions. 
He is expected in Boim on 
Tuesday evening. 

Sources in Boon said yester¬ 
day that West Germany does 
not intend to get involved with 
United States policy of imposing 
economic sanctions on Iran, 
although they conceded that 
Thursday’s visit by a high-level 
American mission had 'helped 
dear the afar. 

The Germans doubt iruit in 
using the money weapon Hie 
United States has adopted the 
right policy to free the hostages 
held in the American embassy 
in Tehran. 

Thev do not believe tbe 
Awatvllah Khomeini is in any 
way impressed by the freezing 
of Iranian assets in United 
States banks or the action of 
the Morgan Guaranty Trust 
Company against Krupp. 

It is strongly felt that the 
Americans behaved precipi¬ 
tately in including the foreign 
branches of their banks in the 
assets freezing order and by 
attaching the Iranians’ West 
German industrial assets. 

Although officials in London 
are unwilling to Comment on 
either the freezing or the many 
legal writs now flying over 
Iran’s assets in American banks 
in Britain, it is dear that they 
are extremely unwilling to be 
drawn any ’ further ia the 
“money war”. 

It is likely that concern in 
official British circles influ¬ 
enced tbe decision of the 
American Chemical Bank to 
modify its injunction against 
Iran on Thursday. 

This bad frozen all of Iran's 
assets in London—total line: 
about S4,000m—-tn cover Chemi¬ 
cal’s $50m share of a S500ra 
loan declared in default. 

The modification means that 
much less money is frozen :

Babies’ death rate falling 
dramatically, minister says

The death rate among babies 
at birth and in the first week 
of life had been falling more 
rapidly since 2975 than at any 
other time in the past 50 years. 
Dr Gerard Vaughan, Minister 
of State for Health, said in 
London yesterday. 

He told a conference on 
perinatal mortality and mor¬ 
bidity that the rate had also 
fallen dramatically over the past 
nine years, from 23.5 a thousand 
in 1970 to 14.5 in the first three- 
quarters of this year. 

Britain had not made such 
rapid progress as some other

Ministers are to be ques¬ 
tioned in the Commons next 
week about reports, accepted as 
genuine by a number of Con¬ 
servative backbenchers, that the 
Government is preparing con¬ 
tingency plans for Britain to 
leave the European Economic 
Community. 

They do nor accept that such 
planning is a necessary function 
of government. 

Mr Hugh Dykes, MP for 
Harrow, East, chairman of the 
Conservative Group for Europe 
and a former member of the 
European Parliament, is put¬ 
ting down questions to Sir 
Geoffrey Howe, QC, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, and Mr John 
Nott, Secretary of State for 
Trade. 

They are tbe beads of the 
departments that are involved 
in the “ pull out" strategy, 
according to the Tory back¬ 
benchers. ■ 

Mr Dykes said last night that 
he had good grounds for put¬ 
ting down the questions 
** If xhese reports are true it 


would be really shocking ”, be 
said. a Such action by civil ser¬ 
vants would cause a storm in 
the Conservative Party. 

“It is said that senior civil 
servants are circulating position 
papers showing tbe effects of 
United Kingdom withdrawal 
•from the EEC. The Conserva¬ 
tive Party is deeply committed 
to membership of the Com¬ 
munity, as the Prime Minister 
reaffirmed on Monday.” 

Whitehall sources last night 
denied that any “position 
papers" relating to British 
withdrawal from the Community 
existed. The possibility of a 
withdrawal was not contem¬ 
plated by tbe Government. But 
it was conceded that detailed 
papers bad been circulated ex¬ 
plaining the benefits of mem¬ 
bership and the costs incurred 
under tbe common agricultural 
policy. 

Those papers were directly 
related to the Government’s 
campaign to achieve a balance 
between the United Kingdom’s 
payments into the EEC budget 
and the amount received.

The children’s committee 
held an emergency session last 
night to consider its role. Mr 
Raymond Clarke, secretary of 
the committee, said that they 
were pleased that the work for 
children would continue, but 
there were a number of 
practical difficulties. 

“So far the children’s com¬ 
mittee has lived off the back 
of the PS5C, which has pro¬ 
vided <t with premises and so 
on. There wifi be financial 
implications if the committee is 
now to be an independent 
body ”, he said. 


More heavy lorry traffic 
unacceptable, trust says

The Government should dec¬ 
lare further growth in heavv 
lorry traffic * unacceptable” 
and set the objective of stabi¬ 
lizing and then reducing tbe 
amount of freight going by road,, 
the Civic Trust says in its evi¬ 
dence to the Armitage inquiry 
into lorries and the environ¬ 
ment.

says. 

British Rail in its evidence to 
the inquiry likewise calls for 
higher taxes on heavy lorries 
which,- it says, are the railways’ 

main competitors for freight 
and which this year are expect¬ 
ed to pay £4 1 , 6 m less in taxes 
than the road costs attributable 
to them. 

Lorry taxes should be mlle- 
age-baied, and tbe substitution 
of higho 1 fuel tax in place of 
road fund tax should be con¬ 
sidered. ~~ 

If an additional “ social tax M 
.on lorries were to be introduced 
in recognition of rail’s relative 
attraction in energy and envir¬ 
onment terms, tbit should be 
mileage-based too, British Rail 
says.

trial relations. Introducing* the 

proposed legislation, Mr James. 

Prior, Secretary of State' for 
Employment,, said: ."The Bill 

cfnes not create any miracle cure 

for the -chronic ailments that 
plague the' nation's.. 1 economic 

performance. 

“ But it ; .wiU create a ‘better 
opportunity for management 
and unions to get oo with 
making the improvements in 
industrial relations that the 
nation so urgently needs. 1 * ■ . 

The main ‘ purposes of the 
Bill are: . ' 

To entourage the wider nse -of 
secret ballots In trade union 
affairs. 

To provide greater protection for 
employees affected by die closed 
shop. 

To limit lawful picketing to. a 
picket's own place.-of work. ’ 

To enable tbe Government to 
establish codes of practice on the 
closed shop and picketing.. 

To provide - protection" 'against 
" coercive ” trade muon recnrft- 
mem. 

To amend employment protecdon 
law to encourage- employers to 
create new jobs.- 

Mr Prior .said at a press con-: 
ference:- “I believe the .pro-, 
posais in the Bill"wiB help man¬ 
agement to-get on with the job 
of managing and give trade 
unions the chance-to.-restore the 
public** confidence and their 
members 1 faith in them. I hope- 
that both will respond. - - 

“Since publishing our.work¬ 
ing papers, we have had. the 
considered . views v of . -many, 
people and organizations. Tbe 
Government has .been greatly 
helped in drafting the)legisla¬ 
tion by these comments arid 
hopes that -similarly . reasoned 
responses will be made to the 
Bill. 

No doubt some will say that: 
we have gone too far, others will 
say not far enough. But I. be¬ 
lieve the majority of people will 
see this Bill as a means of creat¬ 
ing a better industrial climate 
and that our approach is fair- 
minded.”

tions) Act, 1964, or other pur- 
poses which the Secretary of

Clause IT would, enable the 
Secretary of State to issue codes 
of practice containing practical 


guidance for promoting the im¬ 
provement of industrial r«a- 
ooos. A failure by any person 
to qfwerve any provisron ttf a 
code .of practice so issued- would 
not of itself render lam liable 
to 


in'any proceedings before 
a court, an industrial -tribunal, 
or the Centra} Arbitration’ Com¬ 
mittee, any such aide would be 
admissible in evidence-; - and any 
provision ■ : of '.ihe:;TOae ■ that 
appeared -to the courtj tribunal, 
or committee to be relevant 
would be taken' into' .a ccount. - 
Before issuing or revising a 
code,-. the Secretary of State 
would' be requited to consult 
with .the.

The BUI would also remove 
from the- employer in unfair

EAT’ awarded 
compensation that would be 
limited to the higher maximum 
which applies in unfair dis¬ 
missal cases where employers 
have not complied with a tri- 
buntU’s reinstatement or re¬ 
engagement. award. 

It is expected that the, maxi¬ 


mum compensation would be 
£16,000. 

Chuise 6 of the Bill would 
enlarge the grounds on which 
dismissal for non-membership 
of "a trade union is to be 
regarded as unfair where there 
is a dosed shop. Dismissal of 
an employee in such rircum- 
stances would be regarded as 
unfair if . the person objected 
bn . grounds of conscience or 
other deeply held personal con¬ 
viction to being a member of 
any erode union whatsoever or 
of a particular trade union. 

Dismissal would also be 
regarded as unfair if an 
employee was not, at the time 
at the-closed shop agreement,' 
k member of the union specified 
by it, and had not been a mem¬ 
ber since. 

... A closed shop agreement 
would be taken to have been 
approved if a ballot bad been 
-held bn die question whether 
the agreement -should apply in 
relation to affected employees 
and not less than 80 per cent 
-of those entitled to vote in the 
ballot voted in favour' of the 
agreement's application. 

A ballot under this section of 
the. Bill would be conducted to 
ascertain that, as far as reason¬ 
ably practicable, all those 
entitled to vote had an oppor¬ 
tunity of voting, and of doing 
so in secret. 

An employee would not be 
entitled to. return, to work after 
confinement if she did not 
comply with new conditions in 
clause 10. 

These are: that she would 
have to give written notice 
before she leaves; she would 
have to give 21 days’ notice of 
intention to return to work, 
instead of seven days at 
present; and she would have 
to give additional written notifi¬ 
cation soon after confinement 
if this was requested by the 
employer. 

Section 56 of the 1978 Act 
(“failure to permit women to 
return to work after confine¬ 
ment treated as dismissal ”) 
would not apply in certain cir¬ 
cumstances. However, that 
would not affect any con¬ 
tractual rights tbe employee 
may have. 

'Die circumstances in which 
the section would not apply are 
where a small firm with fewer 
than six employees found ic was 
not reasonably practicable to 
take her back in her old job Dr 
to offer alternative work; or 
where a firm found it was not 
reasonably practicable to offer 
her old job, but offered a suit¬ 
able alternative which she 
accepted or unreasonably 
rejected. 

■ Tbe new clause is a departure 
from the Government’s con¬ 
sultative document, which 
suggested tbar firms with fewer 
than 20 employees should be 
exempt. 


No coercion to join 
a union 


Clause 13 of the Bill would 
also extend to an employee who 
objected on grounds of con¬ 
science or other deeply held 
personal conviction to member¬ 
ship of any, or- a particular, 
trade union, the right rot *° 
have action short of dismissal 
taken against him with the in¬ 
tention of forcing him to join a 
trade union. - 
The Bill provides a new defi¬ 
nition of lawful picketing which 
lays down that it shall he law¬ 


ful for a person in contempla¬ 
tion nr furtherance of a trade 
dispute to attend. 

(a) at or near his own place of 
work, or 

(b) if he is an official of a 
trade union, at or near the place 
of work of a member of that 
union whom be is accompany¬ 
ing, for the purpose only of 
peacefully obtaining or com¬ 
municating information, or 
peacefully persuading any per¬ 
son to work or abstain from 
working. 

If a person works, or norm¬ 
ally works, otherwise than at 
any one place, or at a place 
wbere lawful picketing as it is 
now redefined is impracticable, 
then his. place of work is 
deemed to be w the premises of 
his employer from which he 
works or from which his work is 
administered **. Ibis definition 
is designed to cut out secondary 
picketing, for example lorry 
drivers picketing the docks. 

The Bill goes on to include in 
lawful picketing, unemployed 
persons picketing their former 
place of work in furtherance of 
a trade dispute connected with 
his dismissal, redundancy or 
resignation. 


Miscellaneous 

provisions 


Outside those legal boun¬ 
daries a picket who induces a 
worker to break his contract of 
employment by picketing some¬ 
where other than his own place 
of work could be sued in tort. 

Turning to coercive trade 
union recruitment activities, the 
BUI lays down in clause 15 that 
a person could be liable to civil 
actions in the courts if he in¬ 
duced, or threatened to induce, 
an employee to break his con¬ 
tract of employment with the 
intention of compelling workers 
to join a particular trade union 
or unions. 

This would not apply where 
the employee whose contra a of 
employment was broken (or 
threatened to be broken 1 
worked for tbe same employer 
or at the same place as the 
workers who were being com¬ 
pelled to join a union. 

The issue of press freedom 
appears in Clause 16 of the Bill. 
This repeals section 1A of tbe 
Trade Union and Labour Rela¬ 
tions Act, 1974, under which the 
Secretary of State for Employ¬ 
ment has a duty to draft a 
charter on freedom of the press 
and lay it before Parliament. 

The same-clause also repeals 
sections 11 to 16 of the Employ¬ 
ment Protection Act, 1975, 
which established a statutory 
procedure for gaining recogni¬ 
tion through the Advisory, Con¬ 
ciliation and Arbitration Ser¬ 
vice. 

Clause 16 goes on to repeal 
Schedule 11 of the 1975 Act, 
and the remaining provisions of 
the Road Haulage Wages Act, 
1938. The schedule to be re¬ 
pealed enables claims to be 
made that employers are not 
observing “ recognized terms 
and conditions” or, in their 
absence, the “general level of 
terms and conditions observed 
in the same industry and 
district ” 

It also makes additional pro¬ 
vision for workers in Wages 
Council industries. Claims are 
referred to Acas and, if not 
settled by conciliation, to the 
Cenrral Arbitration Commuree 
for hearing and award.

Unions quickly show their anger

. The Government’s, Employ¬ 
ment Bill produced immediate 
angry reactions yesterday from 
the. anions, who interpreted it 
as an attack on trade . union 
rights which would _ lead to 
more acrimonious industrial 
relations.. . . 

Union leaders seemed to be 
prepared to take time to study 
the Bill and its implications 
before making statements on 
what action they may take. But 
there was a hint of industrial 
action from Mr. Alan Fisher, 
general secretary of the 
National Union of Public .Em¬ 
ployees. . 

.He said : " With Its economic 
policies the Government has 
tried to knock working-class 
people back to where the 
Tones think they belong—the 
gutter—by increasing unem¬ 
ployment, putting up prices, 
and smashing our health ser¬ 
vice. 

“ Now, with tbe new Employ¬ 
ment Bill, it is trying to keep 
them there by destroying their 
means of defence—the trade 
union movement. We cannot 
stand by and let this happen ”, 
Mr Fisber. said. 

Mr Leo Murray, general 
secretary of the TUC, said that 
no-one should be fooled by tbe 
fact that the Bill was not called 
an Industrial Relations Bill. 

"Despite all the TU.C'S 
efforts-to smell out to. Mr-Prior 
the irrelevance, the unfairness 
.and. the 'outright 'dangers of 
these proposals, party dogma 
has triumphed over common 
sense and the real interests of 
the country. 

” We-know that this Govern¬ 
ment is hostile to trade unions- 
That is not news, but this Bill 
reveals the Government’s 
determination to prop up un¬ 
scrupulous employers by 
depriving individual workers-- 
often UDorganized^of mini¬ 
mum protection. 

"So much for the concern of 
the Tories For the ‘little man 
and woman* they are always 
calking " about ”, . Mr Murray 
said. 

He said that the Bill had 
major implications for indus¬ 
trial relations and quoted as an 
example the possibility that 
workers who picketed 'the head 
office of their company could 
find. themselves in the courts. 

“There is "enough tinder in 
the [provisions on membership 
agreements (closed shops) 


between employers and unions 
to enable a disruptive non¬ 
union employee to spark off a 
major row that neither ■ the 
employer nor the union wants. 

“ This Bill could massively 
increase the numbers of 
problems of this sort—and at 
the same time undermine the 
TUC’s machinery for dealing 
with them”, Mr Murray said. 

Mr Mostyn (Moss) Evans, 
general secretary of the Trans¬ 
port and General Workers’ 
Union, said: “The practical 
application of law is the 
important thing, and tbe prac¬ 
tical applications of legislation 
are going Co cause problems 
with government and strained 
relations between unions and 
employers when we want to 
improve those relations", 

He said that there could be 
trouble over the failure of the 
Bill to define the “ place of 
work ”. 

" How can one positively 
determine where a lorry 
driver’s place of work is?” Mr 
_ Evans asked. In the cut-throat 
road haulage industry, non- 

organized firms could take 
over the work of. a strike- 
affected firm__ 

Was a striker, out to improve 
his lot. no* allowed Co picket 
such firms? 

Mr Evans said that on the 
closed shop Britain would now 
become probably rite only 
country in Europe where an 80 
per cent ballot was needed. 

“As a union, we are 
extremely worried about the 
Bill, but we are acting in con¬ 
sort with the TUC ”, he said. 

Mr David Basoett, general 
secretary of the General and 
Municipal Workers Union, said 
that the Government’s proposals 
were “disruptive of good In¬ 
dustrial relations. 

"In industrial relations, as 
in social and economic policy, 
3 return to the squalor and con¬ 
flict of tbe nineteenth century 
appears to be the prime objec¬ 
tive of Tory party policy. 

“ They are proposing opening 
up a whole new area of litiga¬ 
tion when what is required in 
industrial relations is common 
sense and - compromise ”, Mr 
Basnett said. The Bill would 
severely reduce the. ability of 
trade unions to organize and 
take action which . had been 
freely accepted since the turn 
of tbe century. 

The Scottish TUC' claimed 
that the. proposals were tbe 
start of a programme that 


would make British industrial 
relations '* a considerably more 
Moody battlefield 

The Managerial, Professional 
and Staff Liaison Group, a 
federation of independent 
unions representing 500*000 
members, said that it bad mixed 
views on the Bill and would be 
making representations to Mr 
Prior and M?s on some details 
not in line with its policies. 

Ir was opposed to repeal of 
schedule 11 of the Employment 
Protection Act, 1975, and sec¬ 
tions 11-16 oF the Act. which 
deal ivith trade union recogni¬ 
tion, and would be urging the 
Government to reconsider its 
decision. 

The group was in favour of 
the proposals on the closed 
shop, as ic believed that “indi¬ 
viduals should have tbe right to 
belong or not belong to a trade 
union, and this should not 
affect their right to work “. 

The introduction of postal 
ballots was welcomed on the 
assumption that they would be 
done on a voluntary basis, and 

the group said that it would be 
taking part in the consultations 
on the codes of practice “ in the 
hope that cooperation by all 
parties will result in good in¬ 
dustrial relations”. 

The Haldane Society of 
Socialist Lawyers said : “ The 
Government seems intent on 
taking us back to the Victorian 
age, with nineteenth-century 
laws to go with nineteenth- 
century economic policies”. 

Mr Jeremy Smith, the 
society’s secretary, said: “Its 
picketing proposals would mean 
that those taking peaceful indus¬ 
trial action, lawful since at 
least 1907, face fines, imprison¬ 
ment and large claims for 
damages. Old criminal offences 
will be opened up. 

“Hard-earned rights not to 
be unfairly dismissed and to 
maternity pay are to be 'cut, 
while those seeking to under¬ 
mine trade union solidarity are 
to be given every encourage¬ 
ment. 

"The society recommends to 
the Government that it can 
reach the same end result more 
simply by creating a new 
employers’ rights tribunal, con¬ 
sisting of Sir Michael Edwardes, 
Mr George Ward, Lord Denning 
and Chief Constable James 
Anderton, to which any 
aggrieved employer could 
apply and whose decision 
would be final ”, Mr Smitb 
said.

Arts minister passes 
oyer some tasks

Much of tbe Government’s 
responsibility for tbe arts has 
been passed to Mr Neil Mac- 
far lane, an Under-Secretary of 
of State in the Department of 
Education and Science, in 
order to decrease the workload 
of Mr Norman St John-Stevas, 
tbe Minister for tbe Arts. Mr 
Sr Jofrn-Stevas i.« also Leader 
of the House of Commons and 
Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster. 

The weight of legislative busi¬ 
ness in the Commons is now 50 
great, and the subject matter 
so contentious, that the Arts 
Minister has been unable to 
maint a i n ai! bis responsibilities 
without assistance. 

Mr Matfarlane, who as respon¬ 
sible for science, technology, 
research and nuernational edu¬ 
cation, has been drafted in to 
help. 

Mr Sr Jobu-Stevas will still 
speak about arts issues in the 
Cabinet, and will certainly 
retain nominal responsibility at 
least for the subject, but Mr 
Macfarlane will act as his 
deputy on all matters. 


Mr Macfarlane’s particular 
political interests have been 
energy and sport. He has not 
been involved in the arts in 
tbe past. While retaining his 
education responsibilities, he 
said yesterday, his first task 
would be to meet as many 
people in the arts world as 
possible. 

He lists his recreations in 
Who’s Who as golf, swimming, 
cricket and cricket watching 
and says he also has a "con¬ 
suming passion for music”. 

He said he did rot under¬ 
estimate the Importance of the 
arts in Britain, although be bad 
no illusions but that he will be 
under considerable pressure 
from arts organizations over 
possible cuts in their grants. 

Although Mr St John-Stevas 
is a great arts enthusiast, he 
has found his appointment 
something of a bed of nails, 
with many people with an 
inrerest in the arts attacking 
his earlier promises, which 
have proved impossible to keep 
because of financial strictures. 
Mr Macfarlane is aware that 
he will not have an easy time. 


Police in murder

Work resumed at

The British Nuclear Fuels 
uranium enrichment plant at 
Capenburst, Cheshire, was 
working normally yesterday 
after Thursday’s accidental leak 
of toxic radioactive gas. 

An inquiry has been ordered 
into the release of uranium 
hexafluoride, a cloud of which 
was seen escaping from a 
broken pipe.

Next year’s 
antiques 
fair is off

Sir Charles Forte, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Trust Houses Forte, 
has informed London’« art and 
antiques trade that the Gros- 
venor House Antiques Fair will 
not be held next year. It is the 
premier event of the year for 
Britain's art and antiques trade ; 
ir was founded in 1934 under the 
patronage of Queen Mary, and 
Queen Elizabeth the Queen 
Mother has succeeded her as 
patron. 

The cancellation of the fair 
for the second year running re¬ 
flects Sir Charles's dislike of 
trade union power. The 1979 fair 
was cancelled because of a trade 
union dispute and dealers have 
been told thar the fair will not 
be put on again without guaran¬ 
tees that the trouble is not re¬ 
peated. 

The 1979 dispute began with 
the dismissal of 28 chamber¬ 
maids. Their union, the Furni¬ 
ture, Timber and Allied Trades 
Union, put an official picket on 
the hotel. That happened at the 
beginning of June as prepara¬ 
tions got under way for the 
fair. 

The stands and exhibition 
installations have been built 
every year since 1934 bv the 
firm of Beck and Poilitzcr. 
Their staff, mainly members of 
the Union of Construction, 
Allied Trades and Technicians, 
refused to cross the picket line 
to complete the installation 
they had already begun. 

The Fair has always been 
sponsored and run hv Gros- 
tenor House, which appoint* 
an executive committee nf 
dealers m advise on running 
it. The fair was thus taken 
over by Trost Houses when it 
merged with Groseenor Hou«e 
in i963 and by Trust Houses 
Forte when the group was 
formed in 1970. 

Mr T. Hutchings, who is in 
charge of Beck and Pollitzcr's 
exhibition work, said yesterday 
that he had not yet been offi¬ 
cially notified of any decision 
on next year’s fair. His com¬ 
pany's contract to build the 
installations had another two 
years to run. He emphasized 
that Beck and Poilitzcr had no 
dispute with their staff; they 
accepted that union members 
could not ignore an instruction 
not to cross picket lines. 

The bad blood is between 
Trusrt Houses Forte and the 
Beck and Pollitzer manage¬ 
ment. The catering group has 
been looking around for non¬ 
union labour to build the 
installation. It found one Leeds 
firm prepared 10 undertzke the 
work, but tit at was vetoed by 
i the dealers’ committee as 
unsuitable for the job. 

Trust Houses Forte said 
vesierday that no decision had 
been reached, bur when it was. 
a statement would be issued-

Third airport may be unnecessary if

Washington, Dec 7.—Mrs 
Mary Sue Hubbard, wife of Mr 
Ron Hubbard, founder of the 
Church of Scientology, was 
jailed today for five years for 
plotting to steal Government 
documents about the-; church. 

She’had Tbeen convicted- on 
October 26 with eight other 
Scientologists of conspiring to 
infiltrate United States Govern¬ 
ment agencies to obtain informa¬ 
tion filed about the church. 

The prosecution alleged that 
the Scientologists committed 
scores of break-ins at Govern¬ 
ment offices including : the 
Justice Department and the 
Internal Revenue Service and 
maintained a network of spies. 

Under an agreement between 
defence and prosecution law¬ 
yers, the Scientologists agreed 
not to. challenge the evidence. 

Judge Charles Richey also 
fined Mrs Hubbard $10,000 
f£4,545), and ordered prison 
officials to interview her and re¬ 
port, in three months time on 
whether her jail sentence should 
be reduced.

Iran militants insist all 
hostages will be tried 


Tehran, Dec 7.—Islamic mili¬ 
tants occupying the United 
States Embassy said today that 
all 50 American hostages would 
be put on trial for spying, de¬ 
spite statements by the Iranian 
Foreign Minister that some 
captives would be released 
shortly. 

Mr Sadegh Qotbzadeb, the 
Foreign Minister, had said dur¬ 
ing a press conference that 
some of the hostages were not 
guilty of espionage and “ should 
be released”. He said: “There 
is no problem for them, and I 
hope that it (release), will not 
be far off.” 

-His statement was seen as 
signalling a possible relaxation 
in the crisis which has lasted 
nearly five weeks. 

But shortly afterwards, the 
militants -ait the embassy com¬ 
pound said the Foreign Mini¬ 
ster bad no “ responsibility for 
the fate of the hostages A 
spokesman for them said they 
would take orders, only from 
Ayatollah Khomeini, Iran’s 
leader. 

He went on: “AH of the 
hostages will' be put on trial. 
There will be no. exceptions. 
They will go before a revolu¬ 
tionary court which will be 
open to world observers. We 
don’t know wb&r the outcome 
of the trial will be”. 

Mr Qotbzadeb earlier said 
“ some ” of the hostages would 
probably stand trial and he did 
□or discount the possibility that 
they could be sentenced to 
death by firing squad. 

The militants also announced 
that a special conference would 
be held shortly to expose 
American crimes to the world 
and introduce die Islamic 


revolution. They gave no further 
details. 

Iranians went on to their roof¬ 
tops tonight and shouted * Allah 
akbar” (God is great/ in a 
demonstration of support for 
Ayatollah Khomeini and the 
students holding the hostages. 

The situation in the provincial 
city of Tabriz continued to*be 
tense, although there was no 
repetition of yesterday’s demon¬ 
strations against the Khomeini 
regime.- The people of the 
region are loyal to Ayatollah 
Shariat-Madari, who opposes the 
new Islamic constitution. 

Ayatollah , Shariat-Madari 
appealed to bis followers to 
remain calm. He asked them 
to negotiate with the govern¬ 
ment envoy, Mr Mehdi 
Bazargan, the former Prime 
Minister. 

Tabriz Radio, however, called 
on government officials in the 
area to take orders from a pro¬ 
visional ruling council for the 
region. It urged all minorities 
in the nation to resist the 
Tehran regime and ' avoid 
tyranny “ which is reminiscent 
of the Pahlavis.”

Couples committing them¬ 
selves to an only child each 
receive a grant of four yuan a 
month (£1.25), equivalent to 
one-fifteenth ' of tile ' average 
wage.

Penalties for the third child 
are educational fees and a levy 
of 10 per cent of the parents 1 
salaries. The purpose of this 
sanction, said officials, -was to 
back op “ the painstaking edu¬ 
cation to raise people’s menta¬ 
lity to obqy (he regulations”. 

l%e mechanism of control is 
for the production unit to send 
next year’s population figures 
to each commune Juki factory 
in its. area.

The rate is decided 
each June on the basis of the 
□umber of declared pregnan¬ 
cies, and final planning occurs 
in October. This cycle is 
'helped by the fact that a large 
proportion of Chinese pregnan¬ 
cies apt>arently start in Janu¬ 
ary, during the New Year holi¬ 
day. 

Monitoring the _plan falls to 
a variety of individuals. The 
senior woman in a work-team 
must pay attention to the other 
women in her charge, check up 
on their monthly periods and 
enlist help in this task of inti¬ 
mate surveillance from 
parents, in-laws, and even from 
rbe saaisary inspector. 

Officials admit the system 
does not work perfectly. Un¬ 
planned pregnancies still occur 
both in and out of marriage. 
Even schoolgirl pregnancies, 
according _ to them, have 
occurred in every one of 
Shanghai's 10 districts this 
year. 

However, the social climate 
is distinctly chilly where pro¬ 
miscuity is concerned. Apart 
from the almost total absence 
of privacy, there is the “ threat 
of execution ”, the death 
penally still being intact for a 
variety of offences, including 
rape. 

China’s methods of control 
might be unthinkable to the 
liberal democracies, since they 
involve the suppression of indi¬ 
vidual responsibility, for family 
planning; but the scale of 
China’s population and its 
likely growth are also unthijnk- 
able to the inhabitants of 
countries without those 
hundreds of millions.

Nephew of 
Shah killed 
by gunman

Paris, Dec 7 

Captain Sbariar Chafifr, a 
nephew of the Shah of Iran, was 
shot dead this afternoon in the 
smart residential Paris district 
of Passy. Aged 34, he was the 
son of Princess Ashraf, die twin 
sister of the Shah. 

According to eye-witnesses. 
Captain Chafik was walking 
down a private road, on his way 
to the home of his sister. 
Princess Azzadeh, when a man 
on a motorcycle rode up to him 
and shot him in the back of the 
neck. 

When Captain Chafiik fell, the 
rider fired another shot into 
his head, before getting away, 
"without uodue haste", the 
witnesses said.

.Th* Ministry of the Interior 
said Captain Chafiik did not 
have police protection, as it was 
only gran red on request, and 
none had been asked for. The 
police have no indication as yet 
as to the identity of the killer. 

Captain Chafik, who was 
known in earlier days as Prince 
Sbarjar Pahlavi-Nia. was an 
officer in the Iranian Navy in 
charge of a squadron of armed 
hovercraft at the time of the 
revolution. 

He was born in Rabat, 
Morocco, in 1945, the son of 
the Princess and her second 
husband, an Egyptian whom she 

divorced in 1960 and who died 
in 1976. 

The captain’s mother. Princess 
Ashraf, escaped from an 
ambush in September, 1977. in 
which her lady-in-waiting was 
killed. 

Princess Azzadeh, who lives 
in Paris, runs a newspaper 
called Iran Libre, and is said to 
be a moving spirit behind the 
“ army movement for the libera¬ 
tion of Iran." 

Assassination claim: Ayatollah 
Sadeq Khaikhali, tonight claim¬ 
ed responsibility for the assas¬ 
sination. He said the gunman 
was a member of his fundamen¬ 
talist Islamic Fedayeen guerrilla 
group. 

He told Reuters In a tele¬ 
phone inrerriew from the Holy 
city of Qom: “ I take responsi¬ 
bility for this assassination. 
The Islamic Fedayeen are con¬ 
tinuing their activities in Eur¬ 
ope and the United Slates to 
identify these wrongdoers and 
punish diem for their actions. 
Shah grieved; The Shah issued 
a statement today in New York 
in which he said he was deeply 

grieved to learn of the murder 
of his nephew. He spoke of him 
as a gallant naval officer who 
served his country with distinc¬ 
tion. The statement said he was 
loved, respected and admired by 
the men that served under him. 
His policy was to eat, sleep and 
work side fay side with his men. 
be it in the bear of the Gulf or 
at sea.—AP. 


Canberra refuses to 
break Pol Pot link

Australia and New Zealand 
declined yesterday to follow 
Britain's example in withdraw¬ 
ing recognition of the Pol Pot 
regime in Kampuchea because 
k could no longer be regarded 
as an effective government 

The Pol Pot guerrillas have 
been fighting to regain power 
since January when rhnom 
Penh, the capital, was taken by 
the Vietnamese-backed forces of 
Mr Heng Samrin. 

While deploring the record 
of the Pol Pot regime on human 
rights, Mr Andrew Peacock, 
the Australian Foreign Minis¬ 
ter, said his country could not 
accept the Vietnamese interven¬ 
tion in Kampuchea. Mr Robert 
Mukloon, the Prime Minister of 
New Zealand, said hU country 
would follow the policy of the 
Association of South-east Asian 
Nations (As can) which 

believes rhat withdrawal of 
recognition of the Pol Pot 
regime would not help to 
achieve a political settlement. 

The Asean governments of 
Thailand, Malaysia, Indonesia, 
Singapore and the Philippines, 
which are to discuss, the Kam¬ 
puchea situation in Kuala 
Lumpur next week, had no 
immediate comment, but diplo¬ 
matic sources said the British, 
decision could set off a chain 
reaction which would upset the 
grouping’s opposition to the 
Vietnamese role in the country. 

Nevertheless, a forthcoming 
visit to Hanoi by Tunku Ahmad 
Ritbauddeen, the Malaysian 
Foreign Minister, could well 
pave the way for the eventual 
end to recognition of Mr Pol 
Pot as part of a formula to 
solve the rift between Vietnam 
and the Asean governments. 
Border mined: Vietnamese 
soldiers today began sealing 
rbe border near the Thai town 
of Ta Phraya to prevent the 
return of the 30,000 Kampu¬ 
chean troops and civilians they 
forced into Thailand in the past 
two days, a Thai Army spokes¬ 
man on the border said 
(Our Bangkok Correspondent 
writes). 

He said about 1,000 Vietna¬ 
mese troops were putting down 
land mines and digging 
trenches only half a mile from 
Thai territory. Some of the 
Kampucheans had managed to 
cross bock to their own country 
before the Vietnamese estab¬ 
lished rbe new barriers. 

The Thai authorities are 
keeping civilians, including 
journalists, away from the Ta 
Phyraya area, saying they fear 


fighting or at lease shellfire 
may occur there. 

Farther south the Thai Army 
today lifted its four-day block¬ 
ade of food and water supplies 
to 300.000 Kampucheans 
encamped on the border et 
Nong Mak Moon. 

International medical teams 
were &bo permitted to resume 
their care of the sic k and 
wounded as Thousands more 
Kampucheans left the bnrder 
for the nearby Khan I Dang 
refugee camp which is the 
biggist in Thcibod now with 
almpit 50,009 inhabitants. 
Sihanouk warning: Vietnam 
will never withdraw from Kam¬ 
puchea unless Vietnamese 
supplies are cut off. Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk, the former 
Kampuchean head of state, said 
in an interview published in 
Paris today. 

Western countries should 
understand that the “Viet¬ 
namese are like the Russians ". 
he told the Paris newspaper 
L\.4urcwe: “ You have to be . -. 
very firm with them, they only 
understand force 

Priuce Sibarouk, aged 57, 
interviewed in □ heavily- 
guarded Paris flat lent to him 
by the French Government, was 
only “ half satisfied ” y.irh his 
welcome since arriving in Paris 
on November 25 to moke inter¬ 
national appeals for a confer¬ 
ence to arrange Cambodian 
neutrality. He has already met 
the French Foreign Minister 
and next Thursday _will meet 
President Giscn-d d’llstaing. 

He comp’ained that French 
officials told him: “If you 
warn to organize a liberation 
army, do not do it on our soil. 
We ’ don’t want to burn our 
bridges with Vietnam because 
we want to te useful later (as 
an intermediary) ”. — Agence 
France-Presse and Reuter. 

Tbe Malaysian Government 
today allowed a Soviet aircraft 
carrying “humanitarian cargo” 
landing rights to and from Ho 
Chi Minh City (formerly Sai¬ 
gon), but the Soviet Union de¬ 
cided not to use rlie rigbi (Our 
Kuala Lumpur Correspondent 
writes). 

Malaysia hed earlier banned 
such a flighr but was asked by 
Moscow to reconsider. Diplo¬ 
mats in Kuala Lumpur helieved 
the Soviet Union was “ testing 
tile waters” cf Malaysian re¬ 
action in case ir decides to step 
up its military flights into Viet¬ 
nam. 

The Thai Government had 
banned overflights of Soviet 
aircraft but they carry on never¬ 
theless. 


Unicef awaits relief report

Geneva, Dec 7 

The return from Phnom 
Penh next week of a senior 
official of the International 
Committee of the Red Cross, 
who went there to investigate 
reports of relief supplies for 
Kampuchea going to the Viet¬ 
namese, is anxiously awaited by 
the Red Cross and Unicef, the 
United Nations children’s fond. 

In confirming today that 
more than 20,000 tonnes of 
food was now lying at Phnom 
Penh because of transport 
difficulties aod formalities 
Unicef said it had been in¬ 
formed that 360 Soviet lorries 
were arriving soon at the port 
of Kompong Son. 


This is about mice the total 
number sent by international 
agencies over the past three 
months. An official said it was 
hoped at least some of tbe Rus¬ 
sian vehicles would be used for 
food distribution. 

He also made tbe point that 
rice from the seasonal harvest, 
even if much less than normal, 
was now on sale in Phnom Penh 
markets. 

Lorries waiting: Two United 
States Air Force aircraft carry¬ 
ing lorries urgently needed by 
Unicef for famine relief in 
Kampuchea were grounded at a 
base in tbe Philippines today 
because they had not yet re¬ 
ceived clearance to land in 
Phnom Penh, an Air Force 
spokesman said.—Reuter. 


Draconian laws axed by 
Seoul’s new leader

Seoul, Dec 7 

Taking a cautious step 
towards a more liberal political 
system. President Choi Kyu Hah 
of South Korea today rescinded 
a draconian emergency decree 
which outlawed all fonms < of 
dissent and criticism against 
General Park Chung Hee, his 
predecessor. 

President Choi also an¬ 
nounced today that all political 
prisoners who were jailed under 
the provisions of the emergency 
measures will be freed. The 
Ministry of Justice said tonight 
that 68 adversaries of the late 
President Park have already 
been released and another 23 
are expected to be released 
within the next 24 hours. 

The President also revoked 
the suspended sentences of all 
persons convicted under the 
emergency decree. The sen¬ 
tences of former prisoners re¬ 
leased on parole have also been 


annulled. Officials said that the 
measures would aEfect 407 
prisoners and former detainees. 

Tbe amnesty does not, how¬ 
ever, cover political offenders 
held under South Korea’s “ anti¬ 
communist law” and dissidents 
who were recently taken into 
custody under martial law. 

Hoivever, President Choi and 
the armed forces will still re¬ 
tain wide powers to curb poli¬ 
tical dissert under the provi¬ 
sions of martial law, imposed in 
South Korea hours after Presi¬ 
dent Park's assassination on 
October 26. 

This will mean that 110 pris¬ 
oners, convicted or detained on 

S olitical grounds, will remain 
ehind bars. They include Kim 
Chi Ha. the noted South Korean 
poet, who is serving a 20-year 
sentence. Mr Kim Dae Jung, 
the country's most respected 
opposition leader, is expected 
to he released from house 
arrest this weekend. 


New energy post created 
in Australian reshuffle 


Canberra, Dec 7.—Mr Mal¬ 
colm Fraser, the Australian 
Prime Minister, today re¬ 
shuffled bis Cabinet and 
created a new post ro decide 
energy policy. He also brought 
in two backbenchers to give a 
fresh look n> the Government 
that will face a general elec¬ 
tion. next year. 

In creating the new Cabinet 
post of National Development 
and Energy, Mr Fraser said that 
because of the growing impor¬ 
tance of energy policy he had 
decided to make it the responsi¬ 
bility of a senior minister. 

He appointed the former 
Education Minister, Senator 
John Cacrick, to the post, and 
said he would give priority to 
the development of Australia's 
natural gas and coal deposits 
and ro research into other 
sources of energy. 

Energy affairs, including the 
sensitive issue of the develop¬ 
ment of Australia’s huge uran¬ 
ium reserves, previously came 
under the non-Cabinet post of 
the National Development Mini¬ 
ster. The holder of this post, 
Mr Kevin Newman, was demoted 
to Productivity Minister today. 

The reshuffle had been ex¬ 
pected since last September 
when Mr Ian Sinclair, the 
Primary Industry Minister, 


resigned following allegations 
of misconduct in his business 
affairs. 

Mr Peter Nixon, the Trans¬ 
port Minister who took on Mr 
Sinclair's job when he resigned, 
was confirmed as Primary 
Industry Minister, a key post 
overseeing .Australia’s vast 
wheat exports. He relinquishes 
the Transport Ministry. 

Tbe Transport portfolio goes 
to Mr Ralph Hunt, who was the 
Health Minister. Mr Iaff Mac- 
keUar gives up his job as Tmmr 
grarion Minister to take the 
Health post. The two back¬ 
benchers brought in are Sena¬ 
tor Douglas Scorr. who becomes 
Minister for Trade and Re¬ 
sources and Mr David Thomp¬ 
son, who becomes Minister for 
Science and the Environment. 

Mr Fraser, now nearing the 
end Of his second term irr 
office, is dearly hoping that 
his restyled Cabinet will in¬ 
crease his standing in the 
opinion polls, which is at a low 
ebb after two successive gen¬ 
eral election - landslides.

Partridges in pear trees costing what they 
do these days, I take the view that not com¬ 
plaining only encourages this kind of sharp 
practice. So I rang Inter-Partridge-In-a-Pear 
Tree Ltd and asked, in the politest way, of 
course, to try again. The snooty manager 
categorically denied that the partridge was 
in fact a sparrow and insisted that the pear 
tree was positively blooming when it left 
his shop. “ You probably stood it too near 
a radiator ”, he said. Stalemate. 

Legally there was nothing I could do, 
because the law affords protection only to 
the buyer of gifts and not the receiver. So 
I telephoned my true love and filled her in 
on what happened. By trying to pass off a 
sparrow as a partridge, the shop was guilty 
of an offence under the Trade Descriptions 
Act, which carries a fine of up to £400 
and/or a two-year jail sentence. (The 
offence should -be reported to the Trading 
Standards Officer at your town hall and 
he will take the appropriate action). As 
for the drooping pear tree .. . my true love 
would have had a claim here under the 
Sale of Goods Act. The Act puts the retailer 
—not the manufacturer—under a legal 
obligation to supply goods which are: 

1. Of merchantable quality. 

2. Fit for the purpose for which thev are 
sold. 

3. Which meet the description applied to 
them. 

It doesn't matter what you are buying—a 
new car, a packet of hair-clips or a part¬ 
ridge in a pear tree. Nor whether you 
paid cash or bought it on HP. Nor whether 
it was bought in a sale or a discount 
warehouse or by mail order. Nor whether 
you bought it two or even five years 
ago. Provided you can prove that the 
defect was there when the goods were 
bought, the law protects you. 

My true love pointed this out to the 
manager of Inter-Partridge-In-A-Pear-Tree 
Ltd, who sensibly realized that unless he 
pulled his finger out, he was going to find 
himself in a lot of unnecessary trouble. So 
he immediately dispatched a replacement 
partridge in a pear tree.

The partridge and the pear tree were 
just perfect, thank you, as a result of the 
prompt and firm action taken by my true 
love.

Trouble was, none of the geese laid. My 
true love and I took them back to the live¬ 
stock suppliers from whom she had bought 
them and the owner pointed to a disclaimer 
notice on the wall which said,- “ While the 
Management takes every care to ensure 
that the laying geese sold on these premises 
can lay, it cannot be held responsible if the 
aforementioned geese do not lay. 

Fortunately for my true love, the small 
print—or “ exclusion clauses ”, as rhey are 
known—are no longer the con tricks they, 
used to be. Thanks to the Unfair Contract 
Terms Act, 1977, no one can wash his hands 
of _ responsibility or disclaim liability by 
. pointing to clmise 198 (c) iii buried away, 
in the terms and conditions. 

Those whose coats have disappeared from 
cloakrooms, whose clothes have been 
ruined by dry-cleaner^ whose cars have 
been vandalized while in the safe keeping 
of a car-park attendant, will recognize the 
new Act as a real boon to-the downtrodden 
customers. 

Basically the Act offers two safeguards. 

1. No one can -disclaim responsibility for 
death and injury in any contract or notice. 
Such signs have no effect in law. 

2. Whatever the customers signs or agrees 
to, liability for loss or damage cannot un¬ 
reasonably be avoided. Travel agents, build¬ 
ers, cloakroom attendants, dry-cleaners, 
garages -. . none of these people can duck 
their responsibilities to the customers any 
mane. Ob the sixth day of Christmas my 
true love got her money back.

must also tell yon the name of the agency. 
You should then write to the agency, 
enc ^bsing a 25p fee, asking for a copy of 
any hie they have on you.. Under the Act 
they have to do this. 

If the agency's fiie is wrong, you tyn ask 
them to correct it. If they decline to do so, 
wr ” t ® a note of correction up 
w words long which the agency must 
then attach to your file and give to anyone 
w ’™, 3na k®s further enquiries about your 
credit-worcfaMiess. If the agency fails to do 
this, or doesn’t reply, you should ask the 
rector General of Fair Trading up inter¬ 
cede on your b ehalf.

You might have -expected 
that mis would have been 
John Dexter's fault, who after 
aH directed it- Well, It cer- 
tfiudy .is not as imaginatively 
staged as the famous Hamburg 
production or even that old 
one ax Sadler’s Wells.

The influence oE Weill on 
music theatre-^ahd for that 
matter, in terms of attitude, 
Brecht—wM continue.

After 
Tatankhamun’s tomb was dis¬ 
covered in 1922, an “Egyptian 
- Urn.” was issued. Some of the 
boxes had moving parts, includ¬ 
ing a grandfather clock with 
moving hands, a windmill with 
revolving sails, and a perambu¬ 
lator with wheels (a chuckling 
baby and teddy Were painted 
on the top). A sentry box 
originally containing English, 
French, Russian and German 
. sentries-was tactfully altered as 
anti-German feeling buflt. up 
■ before the First World War. 
The German sentry was 
replaced by a friendly Belgian. 
. Griffith records^ that some of 
the earlier versions have been 
found with the German sentry 
defaced. 

Among the most pleasing of 
the Huntley & Palmer’s tins are 
those in imitation.of books. The 
“ Literature " set with beautiful 
marbled edges appeared in 
1901-02. A red “leather” book 
tin appeared in 1920, based on 
a book of 1704 in the British 
Museum. The earliest tin of the 
group was the dark red 
“Library” of 1900-02, in which 
one _ of the ■ books has the 
ambiguous title of “ History of 
Reading”. A revolving book¬ 
case box was the only one on 
which the firm printed die date 
of issue—1905. But the un¬ 
dated boxes are also easily 
datable, since Huntley & 
Palmer thbuj^rtfully issued 
advance catalogues to grocers. 
(These, too, are now collectors’ 
pieces.) " 

One of the latest boxes 
illustrated by Griffith is a 
Huntley & Palmer one of 1937- 
40 in the form of a lorry. The 
sides of the lorry .advertise not 
only the firm’s Ginger Nuts, 
but a breakfast cereal called 
Tribrek (“ Made to produce the 
strong end sturdy growth of the 
generation of tomorrow. Does 
not clog the teeth.”) 

- Other tri scuit"' manufacturers 
had their own distinctive styles 
of tin, often based oh one 
particularly successful model. 
Macfarlane Lang issued the 
Bird’s Nest and the Strawberry 
Basket mid a Golf Bag decora¬ 
ted with a golfer in a red coat 
and plus-fours. Crawford’s had 
tins. designed by. the ineffable 

‘ Mabel Lucie Attwell (1879- 
1964), including a “Bicky 
House * with the usual children 
with goo-goo eyes. They . also 
issued a Menagerie Van, 
depicting lions behind bars. 

Jacob’s (whose Dublin biscuit 
factory was such a landmark 
io the Easter Rising of 1916 
that 1 wonder they did not make 
a biscuit tin to celebrate it) 
made a Coronation Coach box 
for Edward VHTs Coronation. 
As they wisely put no name on 
it, it. came in handy for 
George Vi’s Coronation. Peek 
Frean , issued an imposing 
“Castle” box in 3923. McVitie 
& Price, not among the most 
notable issuers of decorative 
boxes, marketed a “ Chest. of 
Drawers ” with intricate 
“inlay’’ and keyholes in 
“gold”. ; William Crawford’s 
Berensaria box was modelled 
on the vessel- built in Hamburg 
in 1912, but was not issued until 
1928. 

Biscuits were not the only 
product packaged io tins. 
'Chocolates were issued in tins 
resembling Indian . braves— 
Chiefs Thundercloud and Red 
Fire of the Lyons tribe. Edward 
Sharp’s “ Super-Kreem ” toffee 
came in boxes bearing the 
snooty image of "Sir Kreemy 
Knot”, a'inonocled toff: toffee¬ 
nosed, presumably. Pascall’s 
made' a tin.' for sweets in the 
form of a box camera. The 
ecstatically sniffing B£jto Rids, 
designed - by Will .Owen, 


appeared on tins of Bisto. T 
learned from Griffith's book 
that “Bisto” stood for 
“Browns, Seasons Thickens in 
One Also that Mazawattee tea 
rook its trade name from the 
Hindi word “ Mazadhar ” mean¬ 
ing “luscious” and the 
Singhalese word “Wattee” 
meaning “garden”. Also that 
“Victory V" lozenges were 
named from a Bolton mill 
chimney bearing the legend 
“ Victory Spinning Mill 
CohnaU’s Mustard issued per¬ 
haps the most desirable of all 
tin boxes: “ Seasons ”, designed 
by the great poster artist 
Alphonse Mucha in 1899 and 
printed by tbe Parisian firm of 
Champenois. 

Only 30,000 of this superb 
Art Nouveau tin were issued, 
instead of Colman’s usual order 
of 60,000. 

London shops which specialize 
in printed tins include Dodo, 
185 Westbourne Grove, Wll; 
J. & K. Emmett, stalls 115-116. 
Gray’s Market, South Matron 
Street, W1; Josephine Wright. 
Angel Arcade, Camden Passage, 
Nl, and Bayly’s Gallery, Princes 
Arcade, Piccadilly, Wl. Tins can 
also be found, in Antiquarius 
Market aind the Chelsea Antique 
Market, Kings Road, Chelsea; 
at^ the Ephemera Society’s 
printed bygones bazaars (open 
to tbe public) held regularly at 
the Ivanhoe Hotel near tbe 
British Museum; and in Sothe¬ 
by’s and Christie’s advertising 
sales. 

I visited Emmetts and Bayly’s 
to get an idea of current prices. 
Emmett had a Bee-Bee Diges¬ 
tive Biscuic tin money box at 
£18; a tin mug of the Larkball 
Victualling Society Centenary 
Celebration, 1921, at £20; a 
Coral Flake Tobacco box (“ Cool 
and Fragrant; at £4; a Carr & 
Company biscuit tin bearing a 
portrait of Baden-Powell at £18; 
a Teetgen of Bishopsgate tea tin 
bearing a picture of St Botolphs, 
Bishopsgate (a church cele¬ 
brated in a poem by Sir John 
Betjeman) at £6; a Church¬ 
man’s Special Wireless Mixture 
tobacco box (“This Mixture is 
manufactured entirely from 
Empire Grown Tobaccos”) at 
£4 ; and a Salmon & Glucks rein’s 
“ Dandy Fifth ” cigarette box 
(“ Guaranteed Made with the 
Finest French Rice Paper ”) at 
£10, bearing a picture of a 
monocled officer and the 
legend, presumably from a 
popular music-hall song, “We 
called them the Kid-Gloved 
Dandy Fifth”. 

Paul Anstee. at Bayly’s Gal¬ 
lery, also had a good"selection 
oE boxes: the Huntley & 1 
Palmer’s marble-edged book 
tin at £48, and a red sei at 
£38, one of the books being 
called “ Biscuits ”; a South 
Africa tin, 3900, sent to Boer 
War troops by Queen Victoria, 
ar £14; and a tin in the form of 
the Oval to commemorate the 
Australians' visit of 1926, at £33. I 
It once contained Thorne’s; 
Super Creme Toffee. The lid 
shows the pitch, and round the 
edge of the box are portraits of 
the cricketers. In this Test, the 
English won back the Ashes 
from the Australians, who had 
kept them since 1921. In the 
second innings, Hobbs made 100 
and Sutcliffe 161. On August 19, 
when it was all over. The Times 
Cricket correspondent wrote: 
“We have won: And after all 
the lean years we were more 
than half-pleased. We began to 
cheer when the Australians’ inn¬ 
ings was little more than half 
over, and at the finish we 
charged, ten thousand of us 
across the ground, and massed 
ourselves in front of the pavi¬ 
lion where we shouted for the 
11 men who had won the game, 
and for the Chairman of the 
Committee which selected 
them.”

anything the second collabora¬ 
tion is even more wispy than 
the first, more elusive and even 
more haunting.

Gardening 


Quick growers 


If you take over a new garden 
its emptiness makes it look 
vast, and you may wonder how 
to furnish it economically. 
Plants are expensive, parDcu- 
larly large trees and shrubs 
capable of making an imme¬ 
diate show. Few of us have the 
cash or equipment to move 
huge specimens, such as local 
authorities plant when they 
want to give a “ finished” 
appearance to a new building 
sire or shopping complex. 

Gardeners have to be 
patient. A house may be con¬ 
structed in months, but to 
establish a well-planted garden 
can take years. Indeed, siace it 
is constantly changing it will 
never be quite finished. 

But there are short cuts .and 
one answer is to use quick 
growers along _ the 

boundaries—to afford privacy 
and shelter from strong winds 
and other weather hazards. 
Then, with big gardens espe¬ 
cially one should choose plants 
which will ultimately reach 
large proportions—so thar they 
break up the area into a series 
of vistas. Each turn of tbe 
paths will then present a fresh 
view or aspen, which is the 
secret of a good garden. 

Even large herbaceous plants 
will be useful in key positions, 
such as near a water garden, 
□ext to a garden gate or ro 
provide an arresting focal 
point at the back of a border. 
Even though these die to the 
ground annually, their gradual 
development through spring 
and sianmer presents a con¬ 
stantly changing pattern before 
autumn brings recurring dor¬ 
mancy. 

Perhaps the fastest growing 
trees are the Lombardy poplars, 
which are ideal for planting 
away from buildings, but 
because of a tendency of the 
roots to seek out easy sources 
of moisture—such as house¬ 
hold drainage systems—are not 
trees to plant near a house. 

In general one must estimate 
that the ultimate height of a 
pop Jar which can he as much 
as ’50ft will equal the distance 
underground travelled by Us 
roots, so provided buildings 
are well beyond this distance 
they can . be planted without 
fear. They may only be planted 
nearer as a temporary measure 
to shelter other trees, and then 
must be removed when the lat¬ 
ter have gained a firm foot¬ 
hold. They remain however the 
fastest growing and cheapest 
trees used for this purpose and 
since the habit is upright or 
fastigiaie they take up little 
room. 

Other deciduous trees for 
screening include ash, species 
of Fraxinus, shallow rooted bur 
with a sparse leaf system; the 
Norway maple Acer pla- 
tana ides, a good choice for 
faTge estates and the smaller 
leaved limes, like Tilia cuch- 
lara, which grows reasonably 
fast, seldom exceeds 30ft in 
height and is Jess prone to 
aphids than most limes. 

Among evergreens the fast¬ 
est growing kinds are the 
cypresses Cftamaecyparis and 
thuyas (arbor-vitae). These are 
ideal for boundary planting 
being fast growing, solid, 
pliant and pleasing to look at 
all through the year. Thuya 
plicata and Chamaecpparis 
“ Lawsoniana” are well known 
examples. 

Even faster growing as a 
hedge or screen is Cupressocy- 
paris ” Leylandii" and its gold¬ 
en counterpart “ Castieweilan ” 
will grow very fast if fed and 
watered assiduously in dry 
spells. They' will reach 40-50ft 
eventually if desired or they 
may be kept trimmed to any 
desired height and still retain 
their foliage right to the 
ground. 

I once persuaded a short rurt 
of C Leylandii hedge to reach 


30ft in three years. T fed it 
with a general fertilizer and 
had a length of punctured 
plastic hose laid permanently 
alongside it, so that I could 
water it whenever necessary by 
just turning a tap. 

Fast growing climbing plants 
include the rampant Russian 
lace vine. Polygonum balds- 
chuaniam, a rambling, scram¬ 
bling species which soon 
reaches 4flft in height, clam¬ 
bering over sheds, buildings, 
fences and trees with careless 
abandon. It has smooth-heart- 
shaped, deciduous leaves and 
in late summer showy trusses 
of blossom, composed of 
myriads of small white or pin¬ 
kish frothy loolting flowers. 
Although this climber has its 
uses it should never be plaured 
where it can choke and 
smother more delicate pJants- 

Another quick growing 
climber is the hop, Bumulus 
lupulus, which has rough, 
green, hand-shaped leaves, 
which are golden yellow in the 
variery lutescens. Honeysuckles 
are other rapid climbers and 
many species of clematis, nDra¬ 
bly C montana, C vitalba and 
the evergreen, spring flowering 
C armandiL 

Large shrubs for _ island 
plantings axe planted primarily 
to break the formality of flat 
areas and include such deci¬ 
duous shrubs as the red 
foliaged smoke tree, Covnus 
coggygria, die weeping Bud- 
dleia altemifolia and various 
slow growing, squat, down-to- 
ground leaved conifers. Thuya 
plicata is a long lived, fast 
growing tree, conical when 
young which evenruaJJy has a 
spread of 20ft, the form Aureo- 
variegata is perhaps the best 
of all the golden conifers. 
Then there is Thuya oociden- 
talis Globosa with a height and 
spread up to 6ft; Picea gluuca 
Alberti ana, 4 ft; P. abies Clan- 
brassiliana, 3ft; and P.a 
Pumtia, 4ft. 

Handsome large _ foliage 
plants for key positions in 
sheltered situations which can 
either be grown in large con- 
tainers or planted in the open . 
ground include the New Zea¬ 
land Flax, Phormium tenax 
and its varieties. The tough 
green flat Jeaves of this will 
grow 4-5ft in length, but today 
forms with purple or green 
and white variegated foliage 
are readily available. Being 
evergreen the plant reiains its 
charm at all seasons. 

A rapid grower of herba¬ 
ceous habit is Gurmcra mani- 
cat a which has the largest sin¬ 
gle leaves of any land plant, 
(7ft by 7ft). This needs a moist 
position near water. Almost as 
imposing are the giant rhu¬ 
barbs, Rheum patmamm and 
ft.p. “ Ruhruin ” with purplish 
rhubarb/like leaves atop 6ft 
stems and showy panicles of 
white or red flowers. For a 
warm, well drained situation 
few plants grow faster chan the 
giam fennel Ftrulo communis 
which will grow 8fr in as many 
weeks; its large leaves are cut 
inro thousands of needle fine 
segments; its yellow flowers 
are borne on lofty stems high 
above tbe foliage. Unfortuna¬ 
tely it has a tendency to come 
through the ground very 
early—in our own garden—just 
after Christmas, so may seed 
protecting in bad winters. 

Other wavs of saving money, 
if not furnishing a garden 
quickly is to raise herbaceous 
plants from seed. Delphiniums, 
lupins, geums, kniphofias, 
phloxes, rudbedkias and many 
more may be raised from seed 
and if two or more people club 
together to share the cost Of the 
work and the plants it can be 
a very worthwhile operation- 
But this is something I will 
return to next year near sow- 


Party spirit 


The weeks before Christmas, 
with the inevitable expenditure 
on presents and hospitality. let 
alone the quarterly bills as the 
aftermath, incline drinkers 
towards economy. There are 
still plenty of really good 
wanes at modest prices and, it 
might be remembered, a case 
or half case of something 
cheap can be a gift more 
appreciated chan a single bot¬ 
tle of something that has to 
await a special occasion. 

The bargain baskets and bin 
ends of most retailers arc 
always worth investigating— 
many of the wines are simply 
lines that are to be discon¬ 
tinued, so that the retailer, 
pruning his list to manageable 
proportions, can concentrate 
on his “ house lines ”. Ver¬ 
mouth, white and dry, bianco 
and slightly sweeter, rose and 
red can be found currently for 
around £1.60. If you chill well 
and dilute with soda io the 
proportions of one third or one 
quarter fizzy water to tbe 
wine, you will get 12-34 help¬ 
ings from a bottle. 

Montilla, another somewhat 
neglected aperitif, rends to be 
lighter in style than most 
sherry, but f have never 
known a sherry lover dislike it 
apd it makes a refreshing 
change. Peter Dominic 
branches have their El Prado 
Montilla in the u fine dry ” 
and "medium dry” styles for 
£1.53 a bottle and Robert 
James (79 Aslert Srreet, SWI8) 
have four Monrillas, pale dry, 
medium dry, golden and 
cream, for £1.99; Robert 
James have begun to be known 
for their six bottle packs, 
which can be assorted. Their 
Mon ti lias cosr £11.94 for six. 

Laytons (28 Midland Road, 
NWI) have seven examples of 
the 1979 Beaujolais Primeur, 
including tbe rather sinewy, 
well-balanced version by Pas- 
quier Desvignes for £34.20 
(cash and carry, per cose), and 
Drouhin’s slightly weightier 
but fluid wine for £42.20. My 
own choice, for immediate con¬ 
sumption—this wine really 
should be drunk soon—and 
good for pre-Christmas parties, 
would be the light, prettily fra¬ 
grant wine from Pellerin, 
which costs £28. 

Two wines from La Mancha, 
called Vina Bonita, have just 
been introduced by Wines of 
Spain (Tbe Fruit Exchange, 10, 
Victoria Street. Liverpool, L2 
6RB). The white is clean-cut, 
dry and sufficiently full to 
partner quire robust food. The 
red is moderately full and a 
pleasant, mouth-filling drink— 
both good value for £1.65 each 


(case lots only). In the south 
of France, the Si car ex range, 
from Grau du Roi, are mure 
Individual than many of these 
small-scale wines that can be 
pleasant on holiday, but appear 
somewhat “peats vins’’ in our 
raw winter climate. The white 
Espigou Vin Bhuic Ferle. a vin 
de rable, has a touch of fiz- 
?iness—a blc like a vinhn 
verde—-and a fattdsh style that 
makes it good as an aperitif or 
with buffet food that includes 
mayonnaise, salads and strong 
seasonings f£l.S9 from Robert 
James). This makes a good 
gift—it tastes far more expen¬ 
sive than most would guess! 

A pair of regional French 
wines I continue to find good 
for everyday and casual drink¬ 
ing are" the white Vip Vert. 
Corbieres Montague d’Alaric, 
VDQS, from Ciceron. light, 

very dry. and the smooth, 
neatly named red Vin de 
Coule, from the same 
Corbieres establishment. (Both 
£1.99 from Haynes, Hanson & 
Clark, 36, Kensington Church 
Street, W8.) This firm also 
have a red called Vin de 
Campagne. Vin de Pays de 
I’Aude, a slightlv tougher 
southern wine, for £1.89. 

Argentine wines deserve, a 
feature to themselves but just 
now, when economical stews, 
stuffed vegetables and varia¬ 
tions on sausage dishes are in 
season, attention should be 
drawn to two reds ideal for 
partnering such recipes, when 
something gutsy is welcome— 
they will also stand up to egg 
dishes. The red wine in rne 
Franchette range, from Vinos 
Argentinos, has, unusually, had 
about four years maturation in 
wood—hence its agreeable 
touch of tannin and four¬ 
square style (£1.50 from 
branches of Tesco and from 
Cullens). A red called Pri- 
mado, from Sayvasa. bonled in 
Argentina, is big, assertive and 
lengthy—offering far more in 
quality than its price suggests 
(£1.45 from branches of Vic¬ 
toria Wine). 

Another novelty, from (he 
sea end of the Loire, is the 
Gamay des Marches de Bre¬ 
tagne of Marcel Sautejeau, us 
delicious in the mouth as a 
crunchy apple and astonish¬ 
ingly lengthy—good for 
slightly greasy food. This 
shows what the Beaujolais 
grape can do in a cold climate 
when handled by a producer 
already respected for his Mus- 
cadet (£2.15 from Balls Bros, 
313 Cambridge Heath Road, 
E2).

Cheap deception 


In one of his books on “ preci¬ 
sion ” C. C. Wei devoted a 
chapter to practical defensive 
bidding against bis artificial 
One Club with its 16 or more 
points. He concluded that it was 
a standard defence for oppon¬ 
ents to bid Ooe Spade at the 
earliest opportunity in order to 
“ steal *' that suit by eliminat¬ 
ing a 4—4 fit between declarer 
and his partner. This is not so 
dangerous or so novel a defente 
as it appears at first sight. If 
tbe responder intended to bid 
One Spade tbe best be can do 
to hefo his partner is to double 
(which is unlikely to be 
passed). He can also bid One 
No Trump if he stops the 
spades and_ holds 8/9 points ; 
or he can introduce a cue bid 
of Two Spades if he has a good 
hand without protection in 
spades. 

As everyone knows there 
were conventional openings of 
One Club in common use when 
Contract was first introduced; 
they were abandoned wben the 
natural bid of One Club was 
found to be more effective. An 
excellent defence to the arti¬ 
ficial One Club was provided 
by a conventional One No 
Trump vdiich demanded a 
major suit response. It oper¬ 
ated in this way. 

North-South gome; dealer 
East. 
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North bad no reason to take 
out his partner’s double, but 
there were only three tricks 
for East to lose. 

All No Trump bids witn 
artificial meanings are distaste¬ 
ful to me ; bui one of ihem was 
invented more than 25 years 
ago and retains its original 
popularity. I am referring tu 
the defensive overcall of Two 
No Trumps winch asks partner 
to bid his minor suit. In the 
last match between Argentina 
and Taiwan for the world cham¬ 
pionship, North employed this 
convention successfully in spire 
of a clever forcing bid over 
him of Three Clubs. East tried 
to steal the contract in a 
major suit by anticipating the 
bid which one of his oppon¬ 
ents would make. East West 
game; dealer West. 
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The opening One Spade was 
rather thin for a vulnerable bid 
and was punished in an unusual 
way. North’s conventional Two 
No trumps indicated his power¬ 
ful minors and East's Three 
Clubs was an intelligent way of 
conveying his support for both 
spades and hearts. The curious 
feature of the contract was that, 
although bid defensively, it was 
not defeated. West was on lead 
and he not unreasonably led 
the AA instead of a spade. 
South ruffed, drew trumps, 3nd 
discarded his spade losers on 
dummy’s clubs, nfaking an over- 
trick. At the other cable West 
passed as dealer and North 
opened with One Diamond. 
After competitive bidding he 
played in Six Diamonds, but 
East cashed two spades and 
broke the slam which was worth 
3,190, or 15 maich points, to 
Argentina. 

Although the “ psychic ” bid 
on a rrickJess _ hand does not 
always achieve its objective, the 
question remains, does ii pay to 
intervene in the auction when 
you have reason to believe that 
you are hopelessly outgunned ? 
.My conclusion is that the vital 
distinction must be drawn 
between bidding in a match 
and bidding in a rubber, for the 
price you are ready to pay for 
saving a part-score, gome, or 
slam differs in each case. 

If in the course of a rubber 
your opponents bid a grand 
slam you arc unlikely to com¬ 
pete with them unless your 
partner opened, or entered, the 
auction. But in a march you 
can afford to contest a grand 
slam when you can rely upon 
your partners in the other room 
having made the must ot their 
cards. 

The best example which T 
have seen receutiv of what was 
once known as '’-The Crock- 
ford's Cheap Save” occurred in 
one of the matciies for the 
Lederer Memorial Trophy 
between the holders who had 
proved their strength and a 
London team containing some 
of _ our distinguished inter¬ 
nationals.

“ I think the quality of Kfe 
after operation, even in the early- 
post-operative phase, is very 
good.” “...to whatever extent- 
the surgery has had an actual 
effect, it is a damaging effect.” 
It should at this point in the 
history of the species be no read 
surprise to learn that both these 
quotes refer to the same sub¬ 
ject: indeed, when I reveal to 
von that the speakers—Rac 
Jones, a neuro-surgeon and Peter 
Breggia, a psychiatmt—were 
talking about whet is known as 
psycho-surgery, then you wifi 
probably agree that surprise is 
absolutely not to be expected. 
Brain surgery to alleviate 
psychiatric conditions is not a 
subject on -which there is a 
great deal of consensus. The 
programme to which Jones, 
Breggin and others contributed 
was Radio Surgery on the 
Mind. It was produced by David' 
Patterson while Ian Kennedy, 
who is a lawyer, presented it in 
two parts, the first devoted to 
the case for psycho-surgery, the 
second to the opposition. This 
meant that neither party had 
the opportunity to challenge the 
other directly, but in the cir¬ 
cumstances that was probably 
just as well. With a topic such 
as this people are easily moved 
to extremes of passion and it 
is likely that any round table 
discussion would nave ended in 
u proar. _ As it was. each side 
stated its case with relative 
calm and lucidity, although T 
believe Professor Kennedy may 
have had the odd nervous 
moment with Peter Breggin— 
another unsurprising matter to 
anyone who, some years ago, 
happened to see a television 
discussion in which Dr Breggin 
set about Dr William Sargent. 

Wbat do vre learn from a 
programme like this ? First it 
helps to dispel some myths: 
for instance, the number -of 
surgical interventions on. the 
brain carried out with the 
| deliberate intention, of modi¬ 
fying behaviour is very sm«H 
indeed—431 in the United 
Kingdom in .the period 1974-76; 
such interventions are resorted 
to only after much heart- 
! searching and as a last resort. 
i They do not in -the foreseeable 
future, if indeed ever, herald 
I die time when some mad tyrant 
will be able to enslave -a popu¬ 
lation by cerebral-surgical tin- 
i kering. For one thing precise 
: knowledge of how the brain 
works is still rudimentary;. for 
; another such a procedure is not 
capable of mass application. 
And anyway, as Professor Ken¬ 
nedy said in effect, why bother 
when Goebbels and his kin are 
there to do' rhe job for you ? 

But perhaps'the programme's 
clearest message was that in 
’ this field no one really seems 
to know wfaar he is talking 
about. The term “tsydio- 
surgery " is. itself indicative 
(any offers to locate the psyche 
anatomically ?>. and one neuro¬ 
surgeon, well aware of the 
uncertainty, prefers to call it 
1 “ surgery for psychiatric Ill¬ 
ness The nub of the matter 


of course is: does surgical inter¬ 
vention work? Does it for 
example help to render sup¬ 
portable tjhe > fives of people 
crippled by marianal fears, 
neuroses or gross obsessional 
behBvHMH-? Its advocates say 
yes and the untiesiraMe side- 
effects are now min i m a l ; its, 
critics say exactly the opposite. 
Who are we ix> believe ? 

On the evidence of tins pro¬ 
gramme we had better not 
befeve either of them. For one 
thing, it seems likely that the 
situation, in the United Kingdom 
is quite differen t from that in 
the United States end four pot 
of the seven co m mitted partia- 
P&nss were American. For 
a not h er, it does not look as if 
we have the necessary fafocana- 
tiofl—although here.I have to 
say that I wonder if that infer 
motion, is as scanty as -the pro¬ 
gramme provided. I believe I 
am right in stating that not one 
actual case was quoted. I 
reaKze, of comae, that there are 
difficulties here: how far will 
one, or even a dozen cases help 
us? More seriously, so con¬ 
trolled experiments on the 
effects of psycho-surgery have 
ever .been carried out and none 
ma y ever be possible; scientif ic¬ 
ally this is most unsatisfactory. 
Yet it seemed n> me that Ian 
Kennedy could have pressed his 
con tribu tors to be specific about 
benefit or damage much harder 
than be did; for instance; 
neither of those whose remarks 
I have a noted were really 
seriously cbalhroged os to what 
they meant. What does Mr 
Jones mean when he says that 
the quality of life after opera¬ 
tion is very good ? In bow many 
instances? By what criteria? 
And does Dr Breggin know that 
all effects ere damaging ? How 
many has he observed ? And 
what are his c rit e ri a ? Without 
such probing even a programme 
as wett-intentiooed as this- risks 
compounding the situation— 
already, God knows, c omm on 
enou gh whe re posao n and 
abuse are in inverse proportion 
co knowledge. 

The series of short late even¬ 
ing plays, Just Before Midnight, 
has been going, since just before 
the Great Statue. To begin with 
it presented 15 minute plays at 
11.45 pm on aR three evenings 
of the weekend, but recently 
this has -dropped to two: Friday 
and’ Saturday. Intermittent 
listening over, the year has 
suggested that -this is an 
extremely difficult, length at 
which to write convincingly, but 
last week wen exceptional in 
provitfing two plays that really 

worked: Fay Weldon's Week¬ 
end captured the entire Kfe of- 
a . family and its probable 
future; it was dense and reaHy 
filled the time available. The 
majority of these plays seem 
to empty it. Frank Marcus’s 
The Hospital^Visitor, was more 
contrived bat dever. with, it, 
suggesting the perilous frailty 
of human identity- One thing 
about /ust Before Midnight: it 
does seem to. attract the names.

First, Blue 
Mosque, then * Apia Sophia, 
Church oEDivine wisdom for a 
thousand years, then a mosque 
for 500 and now, since 1935, a 
state museum: a desolate place 
for all hs magnificence, like a 
distinguished old-man ending 
his days in a.public institution. 
Then on to Topkapi —nhe palace 
of the Sultans—a highlight of 
bur trip. So much to see : hairs 
of the prophet, gobstopping 
emeralds, clocks , carriages. 


swords and armour, hoards of 
loot from all over the East, but 
also one of tbe world’s great 
collections of Chinese porcelain 
and a gailery of priceless Per¬ 
sian and- Turkish miniatures 
unimaginably . beautiful. The 
buildings themselves, and tbe 
garden in which they are set, 
as beautiful as tbe - contents— 
a window on the sensuous 
pleasures of Ottoman art. 
Lunch _ at the Topkari i restaur¬ 
ant, with panoramic, view over 
the Sea of Marmara, then tour 
baresn, or'some dozen oply of 
its several hunched rooms. 
Horrid nudging polyglot guide 
allows no lingering at opnlent 
interiors; in and out in breath¬ 
less 25 minutes, but all agree 
unmissable.

The latest book on him, 
KorchnoPs Chess Gomes, edited 
by ■ David Levy & ^Kerin 
O’Connell, is aimed at that sec¬ 
tion of the public fhar wantrh* 
many- games' as possible;; and 
contains almost 1JQ0 games j to-_ 
gether with a number of posi- 
firms Bui it has no biography^ 
not even/ the date -of birth. AQ 
that it gives -about one of .the 
mpst;interesting personalities of 
the game is a brief introductioii 
by . Bill Hartston which is, alas, 
a slig ht -tissue o£ cliches. The 
diagram*/ too are hideous. 

-A’ distinctly better book is 
Korchnois 400- Best Games 
which, contains quite A lot of 
biographical material united 
with-plenty of games and dia- 
grams that form ' a pleasant 
contrast''to those tin the first 
book I have mentioned. 

Neither^book has much in the 
Wav- of notes and Piktor Korch- 
nofs Bcst Games does at least 
contain. 60 games annotated by 
the graodmaster lumself. fr also 


gives a dozen short games 
(tmder 25 moves) 'and some, but! 
not enough, biographical details.- 

By far.the best book is Korch¬ 
noi’s own Chess is my Life 
which is essentially the same 
as die 1977 publication but has 
additions to cover the years _of 
the Candidates marches 1977-78. 

When I first, read the 1977 
edition 1 'was struck by the 
conflict in the author’s nature 
that was as marked as has 
struggle against ^ authoritar¬ 
ian -regime of the UbSR. A re¬ 
reading, particularly in the 
light of the most recent events 
shows bow this conflict has 
become eatibittered and how the 
d rama Is moving away from 

tragi-comedy to Starks- tragedy. 

It seems to me almost incred¬ 
ible that a great country like 
Soviet Russia should behave 
with such petty ■ spke and 
malice towards one of its sons 
of genius. There must be some¬ 
thing wrong, sot only in the 
heart but also in the bead, of 
those .who .pursue Korchnoi 
with this medieval kind of 
hatred. They treat .their coun¬ 
try as a prison and exact ven¬ 
geance on a prisoner who has 
escaped by imprisoning his soil 

Can they mot.see how much 
more, modern, bow much more 
civilized it would be for them 
to say to Korchnoi: “You wish 
to leave the country . . . very 
well, you may. go, and if they 
so wish your wfle and son may 
go with you 

Having visited Russia many 
times and met with much kind¬ 
ness and goodwill there, I am 
convinced tint this is bow'the 
vast 'amjority .of the people of 
Russia would wish to behave. 
Korchnoi himself, -on being 
asked by a friend recently why 
he <Sd hot appeal to someone 


in Russia, replied: ■"How can 
you appeal to a faceless wall ” ? 
It should, be brought to the 
attention *of . the appropriate 
committee in die USSR that 
walls have, been knows to 
crumble.

The iDdeceot Dirpbys fControl) 
Bill would remove indecent mat¬ 
erial from public new. but would 
cot be a censorship measure. Dr 
Brian MawWnney (Peterborough, 
C) said when he moved the second 
reading of the Bill. He said ft 
would remove a public nuisance 
but did not seek to prohibit the 
sale or private viewing of inde¬ 
cent material. 

The Bill was res Dieted entirely 
to public display. Indecent mat¬ 
erial was available, but it also 
ought to be avoidable. Society 
was more free and less restric¬ 
tive. and although that was what 
people wanted the pendulum had 
swung too far. Just as people had 
the right to observe indecent 
material, so they ought also to 
have the right nor to hare to 
observe. 

People walking through Soho 
were bombarded with offensive 
materia] which gave a misleading 
impression, of moral standards. 
Magazines and paperback books In 
newsagent shops, corner shops and 
railwav and bus stations were 
offensive to many people and dam¬ 
aging to children. The EiU did 
not seek to prohibit the sale nr 
private viewing of indecent mat¬ 
erial. 

Tbe Williams committee had re¬ 
ported on the whole range of 
obscenity- His Bill was modest, 
dealing with only one small aspect. 
There would he those who would 
say they should not legislate ahead 
of legislation based on the Wil¬ 
liams report, but he did not accept 
that. 

Tfaev should not wait on the off- 
chance that die Government might 
some time legislate on Williams, 
before they had taken a small step 
in the right direction to protect 
adults and children. 

Tbe Bill protected the right of 
sex and pornography book shops 
to exist. This was not a censor¬ 
ship Bill and if people knew what 
thev were entering, they ought to 
be ‘free to do so. 

Tbe Rev Robert Bradford I Belfast 
Soutii. Off UU1 said the Bill was 
all about choice. It was not an 
attempt to stop the publication at 
pornography. Much as be would 
like that to happen, he did nor 
think it would happen ard he did 
not think the House could ever 
legislate in such a way that would 
render pornography impossible. 

However, there was an obliga¬ 
tion to those who would choose 
ncC to be confronted in every 
street corner and on hoardings by 
marcer which was indecent or 
which offended. 

The fundamental point about tbe 
Bill was that it safeguarded tile 
right to choose. 

Mr Delwyn Williams (Mont¬ 
gomery. Cl, in a maiden speech, 
said tie supported the Bill with 
reservations. Every parent would 
welcome It and look forward to its 
early implementation. It would he 
a relief to be able to take one’s 


children for a walk in London 
without seeing 53 much tumnti- 
gated garbage. 

Air Will tain Hamilton (Central 
Piie. Labi said there were far t<m 
many fusspots cround, and he 
included Mrs Whltehou'C ia that 
category, who were seeking to 
compel* people to conform tn sran- 
dr^ds they thought were rigbi and 
assuming that everybody who 
disagreed with them must be 
wrong or immoral. Some of them 
had made a good commercial pro¬ 
position out of this kind of 
posture.

He could no> .iffer an unquali¬ 
fied commitment to rhis way of 
dealing with the problem. The 
Government were aware of the 
public and social problems -.''Inch 
required remedial treatment. Pub¬ 
lic dislays of pornography or 
indecent material were offensive. 
A proposal to safeguard tbe public 
from affront and offence in pieces 
whether their normal life took 
them deserved sympathy. 

The Government supported tbe 
principle that ordinary people 
should have the riohr to go about 
their everyday business free from 
offence and the material which was 
encountered all too often. The 
principle of adult freedom d d not 
have anything to do with the 
right to offend the generality' of 
people with a display of indeerm 
material which they had no desire 
to see. 

The Government. however, 
doubted the effect!venefs of tbe 
Bill. It moved in the righr 
direction, but it did not move far 
enough. 

Hardly aoy of the magarinc 
covers displayed in newsagents 
shops and on posters outside 
cinemas were actuallv indecenr 
under die law. No fresh definition 
of indecency was proposed, so the 
Bill would not interfere with these 
displays anyway. 

The Williams Committee argu¬ 
ment was that ibis Bill, like its 
predecessors. dealt with an 
important problem and public 
mischief, but was unlikely to be 
effective in dealing with it. It 
considered stronger measures 
were needed If the existence of 
the problem was accepted, and it 
was to be dealt witb. 

The Bill was certainly pointing. 
In a sense, in the right direction 


hut it might arouse expectations 
it could not fulfil. 

The House had to consider 
whether the Bill would be the first 
step towards the implementation 
of more comprehensive and 
radical proposals such as those 
relating to this important problem 
in the Williams report for reform¬ 
ing this whole area of the lav.-, 
cr whether it would distract 
attention from more comprehen¬ 
sive proposals. The Government 
was sympathetic to the objectives, 
hut ror aiJ ihar confident it would 
succeed in meeting them.

Serving a notice by telex 


NV Stoomv Maats “De Maas” 
v Nippon Yusen Kaisha 
Before Mr Justice Parker. 
[Judgment delivered December 6] 

His Lordship considered the 
question whether a telex sent by 
shipowners from London to char¬ 
terers in Tokyo was served as a 
valid notice of arbitration within 
tbe meaning of section 27 of the 
Limitation Act. 1339. 

The telex, despatched on Friday, 
January 7. 1977. was received by 
the charterers at 6.4S pm (Tokyo 
time), alter office hours. It was 
not seen by a responsible member 
Of the Tokyo firm until Monday, 
January 10. 1977. Prltna facie time 
expired on January 8 or 9. When 
the vessel was discharging at 
Ponca Arenas, Chile, she grounded 
on a mud bank and suffered 
damage. 

Section 27 of tbe Arbitration 
Act provides: " (3) For the pur¬ 
pose of this Act . . . ap arbitra¬ 
tion shall be deemed lo be com¬ 
menced when one party to (he 
arbitration serves on the other 
party or parties notice requiring 
him or them to appoint an arbitra¬ 
tor or to agree to the eppoint- 
meitt of an arbitrator, or. where 
tbe arbitration agreement provides 
that tbe reference shall be to a 
person named or designated Is tbe 
agreement, requiring him or them 
to submit the dispute to the person 
so named or designated. 

“ (4) Afly sucb notice as afore¬ 
said may be served either— (a) 
-by deSvering it to tbe person on 
whom it is to be saved; or (b) 
by leaving it at the usual fir last 
knows place of abode in England 
of that person ; or (O bv sending 
k by post in a registered letter 
addressed to that person ar tds 
usual or last known place of abode 
in England; as well as in any 
other manner provided in the arfca- 
uatian agreement; and where a 
notice is son by post in manner 
prescribed by paragraph (c), ser¬ 
vice thereof shall, unless the con¬ 
trary is proved, be deemed to 
have been effected at the tittle at 
which tbe letter would have been 
delivered In the ordinary comt of 

post-”

HIS LORDSHIP, said that a 
claimant in an arbitration had to 
do more than a plaintiff in a High 
Court action: he had to serve 
notice on his opponent. A valid 
notice could be sent by telex. In 
the case of an English registered 
company a telex notice served 
under the provisions of section 27 
(3) of the Limitation Act was 
served when it was received 
at the company's registered office 
whether that was within normal 
business hours or at a time when 
for some reason the office was 

dosed. 


In the present case the telex 
was received by the Tokyo office 
on January 7, 1977. In the absence 
of authority his Lordship would 
hold that tbe notice was served 
on thar day. That made it un¬ 
necessary for Ms Lordship to deal 
with various other alternative 
contentions, but in case the matter 
would go further he would state 
his conclusions briefly. 

1 Despatch of a telex did not of 
Itself constitute service. It was 
plain from the section that de¬ 
livery was required. 

2 Time of receipt of a telex 
must be local time at the place of 
receipt. If that were not so it 
would follow that, In the case of 
a nine-hour time difference such 
as existed in the instant case. 


a letter in fact delivered on Mon¬ 
day* morning at 8 am or personally 
served or received by telex at 
that time must be considered as 
delivered or served the previous 
day. That was untenable. 

3 Sendee on a company by telex 
was not within section 27 (41 ta). 
That subsection did not deal with 
companies at all. 

4 if time expired prima facie on 
Sunday the 9th, it could not be 
regarded as extended to Monday 
the 10th unless, as a matter of 
Japanese law. it was impossible to 
serve such a document on a com¬ 
pany on a Sunday. If it was so 
impossible the principle as applied , 
in Pritom Knur r S. Russell it 
Sons Ltd |(1973]) QB 3361 would 
require an extension of the' 
period. 

The case had to go back to the 

arbitrators with directions tliat if 
the charterers desired to establish 
that the date of service of the 
notice was not January 7 under 
the law of Japan, they must 
ascertain the Japanese law and 
tbe facts relating to the port and 
the events leading up to tire 
damage must be found before any 
conclusion could be reached as to 
accrual of tbe cause of action, 
and consequently whether tbe 
owner’s claim was time-barred.

VAT payable on stolen cars 


Customs and Excise Commis¬ 
sioners v Oliver 
A second-hand car dealer who bad 
stolen 17 Cars and sold them by 
auction after changing their 
number plates, engine and chassis 
numbers, was a taxable person 
malting taxable supplies in the 
coarse of his business within the 

meaning, of section 2f2) of the 
Finance Act, 1972, for the pur¬ 
poses of VAT assessment, Mr 
Justice Griffiths said in the 
Queen’s Bench Division. 

HIS LORDSHIP allowed an 
appeal by the Customs and Excise 
Commtstioners, and set aside a 
decision of a VAT tribunal at 
Manchester that the dealer had 
not transferred a proper title in 
the stolen cats, and that therefore 


no sale or supply had taken place, 
although tbe dealing was in die ' 
course Of hi* business. 


He said that in section 3 i2) of 
Ihe 1972 Act, ” supply " bore a 
wide meaning and was not limited 
tu one which also constituted a 
sale: Carlton Lodge Club r 
Customs and Excise Commis¬ 
sioners f(!97SI I WLR 661. He 
was prepared to adopt the defini¬ 
tion given by counsel for the com¬ 
missioners that a supply occurred 
where possession passed pursuant 
to an agreement, facilitating the 
immediate use of the goods. It 
was irrelevant that the agreement 
was in fact void Or that the dealer 
was unable to transfer title. It was 
clear lb3t a taxable supply had 
taken place.

The great self-confidence trick 




Before this extraordinarily buoyant 
week for the Government got under 
way. one of the more robust spirits 
m the Cabinet confided a belief that 
smacked of wishful thinking. The 
country, especially the skilled worker, 
he said, was catching the mood of 
Margaret Thatcher’s seif confidence. 

They understood her standing up 
to the EEC, better chan did the 
sophisticates; they were getting the 
message on pay, the belief going 
home that the medicine bad to be 
taken if there was any chance for 
national survival. Above all people 
were responding, he argued, to her 
holding the country's head up again. 

Well, all this was before the 
miners’ ballot and the Rhodesia 
settlement buttressed that Minister’s 
thesis and put firmly to the back nf 
most minds nagging questions over 
what, in fact, Mrs Thatcher had 
achieved by affronting her EEC 
colleagues; before, too. the initial 
foreboding at Mr Charles Haughey 
as Taoiseach. 

The evidence of the country's 
response finds the jury srill out; 
some may retort that all - they see is 
foolhardiness and risk taking. But 
there can be no doubting the evi¬ 
dence of rising ministerial self-con¬ 
fidence. 

_ Ac the top, the Prime Minister at 
times has difficulty containing her 
enthusiasm for the crusade she 
believes she is leading. Take the 
improvised speech she made last 
week before the sceptical audience of 


parliamentary and political reporters. 

She had been apparently prevailed 
upon to lay aside her brief and tell 
us what made her tick. With refresh¬ 
ing lark of guile die said it was r be 
certainty that Britain was the biggest 
bastion of liberty around (well, just 
short of the United States) and all 
our difficulties were subordinated to 
ensuring that democracy flourishes. 
Tn a little-noted passage she waxed 
bullish on the economy. “I would 
not necessarily accept that we are 
going to have much lower growth 
next year ”, she said, defying the 
Treasury forecast of a recession next 
year. 

She was going to get herself a 
much more sceptical forecaster. 

“ Everyone has so had their eyes on 

this blessed recession mat they 
failed to notice that borrowing is 
booming, the retail industry is still 
booming, and that employment is 
still holding ”, said she. She wanted 
to encourage Britain to take steps as 
if we were in a crisis so that we 
don’t get into a crisis. 

It is a difficult psychological exer¬ 
cise, and in some trivial things 
government cracks show through. 
Calling the trade union reform legis¬ 
lation the “Employment Bill” was 
rather jtointlesslv meant to be a sign 
of positive thinking. That could iog 
memories of the unlamented Spiro 
Agnew shouting "what’s good about 
America n in contrast to the news 
reporting of the bad. But a vita! 
difference is that whereas the Nixon 


men hardly ever had any self-confi¬ 
dence, the Thatcher team, or most 
of it, is brimming with it. 

The Rhodesia negotiation is the 
prime example. Indeed, ever since the 
Lusaka triumph, if that be the word, 
boldness, risk taking and derisiveness, 
or its appearances, have permeated 
the Government’s approach to 
virtually everything. Heaven knows 
on Rhodesia both Lord Carrington, 
and now Lord Soames, deserve all 
the luck going, and then some. It is 
an amazing gamble, the more one 
looks at it; far more ambitions than, 
anything attempted since British 
troops in the early sixties were sent 
to East Africa, or to Bru nei, to 
stabilize regimes. 

Lord Carrington has, in fact, 
revived imagination and morale 
among the talented middle levels of 
the Foreign Office for this last spurt 
to hold the ring, providing, as the 
new Zimbabwe Bill expresses _ it 
almost with relief, “ for the cessation 
of the responsibility for Southern 
Rhodesia of the Parliament and 
Government of the United King¬ 
dom 

If it goes wrong there will be 
enough irreconcilable Conservative 
right-wingers to complain, not with 
Mr Enoch Powell’s lament at the 
"suicidal folly” of engaging British 
forces in the morass, but for scuttling, 
as they see it, the Muzorewa-Smitn 
Government. 

But the wider evidence is that the 


Carrington theme is being attempted, 
with variations, in other departments- 
Tbere is Michael. Heselrine, at 
Environment, dearly issuing the 
challenge to find, out, or try to, bow 
we manage the business of administer¬ 
ing ourselves -in 'government. And 
then to oy—-despite’his admitted past 
excesses—to revise and refine it.

There is the evidence, at the meet¬ 
ing of the National Economic Deve¬ 
lopment Council, that Sir Geoffrey 
Howe, Chancellor, of die Exchequer, 
conceded to the unions and employers 
chat monetary measures were not the 
sole means of dealing with the supply 
ride of the economy. . ■*' ' 

And there is even evidence that 
other Ministers have die seif confi¬ 
dence to put down Lord Carrington 
when he goes too far. The Foreign 
Secretary’s suggestion in a speech 
that we might join the European 
Monetary System (EMS) has been 
firmly squashed. Exchange rate 
policy, and the abolition of exchange 
control, seen as one of the most 
important and selfco&fident actions 1 


the Government has taken, means 
that we are not about no. surrender 
advantages by getting inside the 
EMS. ' ■ 

That said, there seems to be near 
unanimi ty in die Cabinet that 
Britain’s EEC payments crisis must 

reach a positive, not an obstructive, 
solution. To embark on a poEcy of 
blocking our partners, while initially 
popular, could also tip over into 
encouraging the left-wing demand for 
withdrawal. 

So, apparently, we mean to be 
Gauilists. but not as wrecker, rather 
as revivers of national faith. It 
escapes me who said that half the 
business - of governing the modern 
state is having the nerve to try; but 
true selfconfidence will also mean 
having the nerve so break free from 
dogma. 

It will mean die- nerve to change 
course without fear of. the now 
fashionable sneering over a.

When the world 
looks to 
Park Paddock' 

Founded in 1766 and still going 
strong. Thar must surely be 
tbe motto of Taaersalls, the 
foremost bloodstock auctioneers 
in Europe. 

Things have come a tong wav 
since Mr Richard Tattersall 
first set up shop at Hyde Park 
Corner 213 years ago. At that 
time “Corner” was a rendez¬ 
vous for all fashionable London. 
Hounds, dogs and carriages 
were all sold as well as 
thoroughbred horses. The 
Jockey Club, then even more 
than now the ruling body of the 
turf, had their own set of rooms 
and their own chef to prepare 
their favourite dishes. 

Now presided over by the 
cousins Kenneth and Michael 
Watt and their partner. Tatter- 
sails moved to their present 
headquarters at Park Paddock. 
Newmarket, in 1966. the year of 
their double centenary. 

Park Paddock is situated in 
an area of 42 acres. Apart from 
the sale ring itself, there is a 
dining room, with a long table 
reserved for the partners and 
their guests, bars and 689 boxes. 
The firm also have the use of 
300 extra boxes around the 
town to accommodate any over- 
now of the visiting equine 
population. 

The office is a hive of activity 
which is run by the firm’s 
genial and efficient manager. 


.Alan Taylor, who has been with 
Tatrersalls for 32 years. Here 
a thousand and one questions 
are answered and newcomers’ 
credit is established. So effici¬ 
ent are the auctioneers and 
their spotters that there is 
hardly ever a disputed bid. 

“ If any doubt occurs", says 
Mr.Taylor, “ the bidding merely 
opens at the last figure re¬ 
corded and the parties con¬ 
cerned fight it out between 
them." 

The action itself takes place 
in the sale ring, a circular 
building with seats rising ro the 
roof. Apart from the auction¬ 
eers" rest room, there are also 
special enclosures for prospec¬ 
tive bidders. In all there is 
accommodation for 1X50 people, 
with 500 able to be seated. 

It is a colourful scene. Every 
nationality is represented, and 
any fortn ot dress is the order 
of tbe day. Huskies, and tweed 
caps, fur coats, and mackin¬ 
toshes ; and always the occa¬ 
sional flash of colour from the 
younger bloodstock agents and 
iheir clients who are clad in 
American gear. At the 
Houghton sales Henry Cecil 
took first prize. by appearing 
in a pair of black,* orange and 
green trousers. 

There have been some 
dramatic moments in this ring, 
including that freezing night 
in 1967 when Doctor Franklyn, 
a Californian plastic surgeon, 
gave 136.000 guineas for 
Vaguely Noble. This was a 
record at the time but Vaguely 
Nobfo went on io win the Prix 
de l'Arc de Triomphe -and is 


now ODe. of the most influen¬ 
tial stallions in the world. 

And then again there was 
that exciting moment in Octo¬ 
ber when Harry Tomson Jones, 
acting on behalf of an Arab 
client, gave 625,000 - guineas 
for a yearling cok by Lypfaard 
called Sylver. This too was a 
new European record. . 

The October and Houghton 
sales are die most glamorous of 
rhe auctions at Park Paddock. 
This year's yearling may be the 
Derby or Oaks winner two 
seasons later, so the most atten¬ 
tion is obviously focused on 
these occasions. 

However, the December sales 
are probably ' even more 
important as tar as the future 
is concerned. For the mares and 
fillies for which the foreigners 
have been bidding eagerly this 
week are our seedcorn. The 
United States may now possess 
a preponderance of the world’s 
best stallions. But our owner- 
breeders have been remarkably 
successful in retaining the 
cream of their mares. ■ 

It is a maxim in racing that 
the class of a horse is deter¬ 
mined by its sire, bul that its 
character and will to win comes 
from its mother. And that, is 
why the foreign bidders have 
been eagerly at work' this week. 

It is impossible to overstress 
the international ramifications 
of # the industry. Business is 
being discussed everywhere, not 
only in the sale'ring and (he 
bars, bur. also, in the two art 
gal leries above the auctioneer’s 
rostrum;, 

This talk spills-over nightly 


into the hotels and trainers’ 
houses in the town. ! spent one 
night with, one of our leading 
trainers. The guests included a 
Swedish industrialist and his 
trainer, a German, an American 
and a Frenchman; all were 
dosdv concerned with the in¬ 
dustry and the chat went on 
into the small hours. 

Also present was Michael 
Motion, one of our leading 
bloodstock agents, who is mov¬ 
ing his home to MiUrook in New 
York State on Monday. His 
wife, Jo. told me that tbeir 
furniture is already on its way. 
I asked Mr Motion why be was 
going. “ I’ve spent nine months 
out of every twelve in the pasr 
five years in the States. And 
quite frankly Pm fed up with 
being a grass widower. Pve got 
four children, two of whom are 
already being educated over 
there, and the opportunities for 
business are fantastic.” 

Mr Motion, who paid this 
week’s top price of 290,000 
guineas for Swiss Maid, said 
that the fiTIv is destined for the 
States. “ New York is really 
booming. The Tote turnover is 
bigger than anywhere other 
than in Hongkong and Tokyo. 
And tbe authorities are deter¬ 
mined to help local breeders.” 

Mr Motion- went on to add 
that New York State hopes to 
have $10m available 'for' their 
breeders by i98q and that that 
target bad already been reached 
by midsummer this .year, 
"There is a 25 par cent 
breeders’ premium available for 
every state-bred horse down to 
fourth place. And jf the stallion 


is also bred in New York his 
owner also gets a 15 per cent 
boous. So there is.a possibility 
that the owner of a horse en¬ 
tirely bred in New York can 
receive a 40 per cent premium 
w addition to the prize money. 
AH the other states on the 
Eastern Seaboard are showing 
great - interest and . many are 
moving their interests to New 
York.”

THE WORLD HOLDS ITS BREATH 


It will be five weeks tomorrow 
since the American embassy^ in 
Tehran was seized. * The. ordeal 
of the hostages during tkar time - 
hardly bears thinking' about... 
But the ordeal 'foF the ..United,- 
States as a nation has also been 
considerable. The, treatment ot 
the hostages, and the lack, of any 

quick or certain wajr to rescue •; 
them other than by an act of... 
immoral and dangerous appease¬ 
ment which -most- ' Americans 
have rightly ruled out, hare 
been a painful 1. wound ’ to 
American national pride. . The • 
Iranians responsible. know .this .- 
and gloty in it; regarding it- as. 
little more than token retribu-:. 
tion for repeated blows to their 
own national pride from various 
great powers over the past cen? ’ 
rury-and-a-half, and particularly . 
from the United States in" the 
last thirty years.. That does not ■ 
make it any-easier for-Americans 
to bear. 

The patience which America 
has shown in this situation does 
her credit. The temptation *o 
take drastic ^ but. politically 
counterproductive’ action has., 
been resisted, principally 
because’ at is- understood ' that 
such, action would' be - far moro - 
likely to harm than help the 
hostages. The danger is that once 
the ordeal ends—certainly if-it- 
ends in the deaths of some or, 
all of the remaining hostages, 
but quite possibly even if it entis- 
in their release-^-the temptation, 
will become irresistible._But the .: 
political arguments against any 
act of vengeance will remain as 
strong as before.

is all too little understanding in 
the West and in United 
States, particularly, of the .real 


situation of oil-producing coun¬ 
tries, or of the economic argu¬ 
ments and political pressures on 
their governments in favour of 
much -more restrictive produc¬ 
tion policies. • AH too. much 
Comment’ over the past few 
years, especially this year and* 
particularly perhaps in the form 
of . newspaper cartoons, has 
tended^ to depict all the OPEC 
countries as Arab shaikhs, mid 
all Arab shaikhs, in.a thoroughly 
racist -manner - as pot-bellied, 
grasping incarnations of evil 
'holding the rest of the world to 
ransom out of naked spite. Such 
presentation may easily, even if 
ir is not so intended,. have the 
effect of giving western public 
•opinion the idea that it would’ 
be both, possible and justifiable 
to;- solve the “ energy crisis” by 
military . means. The more we 
are ' encouraged to . see the 
^Muslim world as fanaticaL un-

Part . of - the 
tragedy of the present events in 
Iran is that they may have 
- brought such a disaster nearer.

in Iran at the moment should be 
exerting that influence in favour 
of the release of. the hostages. On 
.:the whole the'signs that people 
with at' least a modicum of 
■' common’ sense are in such a 
position in Iran have grown 
stronger over the - past few days, 

• and it is that much more per- 
•/missible-- to .', hope that --the- 
American policy of patience will 
eventually pay off.. Mr Abol- 
hassah Bani-Sadr, deposed last 
week as foreign minister but still 
v no minally in charge of the 
economy, was invited oh Monday- 
night to explain his views to the 
’students, holding the hostages in 
the American embassy. He did 
so in . remarkably trenchant 
fashion, telling them that to put 
the hostages on trial would be 
an infringement of the Vienna 
convention and that according to 
the Koran ’ agreements “ even 
with unbelievers ” are sacred and 
binding. Past infringements of 


it compensate industry for the 
waste of manpower imposed by 
the closed shop monopoly power. 

Two clauses deal with the 
problem of secondary picketing 
and compulsion to join unions by 
secondary blacking. Both are to 
be inhibited by removing the 
legal immuni ties of unions when 
they go outside the bounds of the 
Bill. This legal shift is of great 
potential importance. Wide im¬ 
munities from-civil actions have 
given British trade unions their 
unique and .totally unjustified 
legal monopoly. This legal 
monopoly has contributed power¬ 
fully to keeping down British 
productivity. • 

It is right to take away this 
legal protection for secondary 
picketing and secondary black¬ 
ing, which are extra coercive 
powers in the hands of the anions 
—powers which can be exerted 
against people who hare no con¬ 
nexion with the original dispute 
and perhaps no connexion with 
the unions involved. The Govern¬ 
ment are taking an important 
legal step. :to deal with unpleasant 
. abuses; frut that does not mean 
that these abuses are a central 
part of. the armoury of the 
unions. They are weapons which 
only come into play on special 
occasions. 

- Secondary picketing and secon¬ 
dary^blacking have only a small 
part in determining the ability 
of-unions to impose the continu¬ 
ation of obsolete production 
methods, unreasonable demarca¬ 
tions and exaggerated manning 
levels on British industry. Most 
of our industry suffers from all 
three of these evils. The whole 
Bill will make hardly any dif¬ 
ference in'practice to the power 
of management to put them-j 
right. That would require a dif¬ 
ferent approach both to the 
closed shop—which should be 
;seen as intrinsically uneconomic 
* as well as illiberal—and to the 
conditions of legal immunity in 
industrial disputes. Judged, as it 
should be, by its potential con¬ 
tribution to raising productivity, 
this Bill does little, indeed very 
litde, to help- 


Iranian sovereignty by the 
United States, he said, could not 
be invoked to justify Muslims 
behaving in the same way. “ By 
taking hostages • you.’ have 
weakened the’ justice of our 
cause and helped to smother oin¬ 
voice in the United States and 
throughout the planet.”

Another often-mentioned can¬ 
didate for that office is Mr 
Mehdi Bazargan, whose opposi¬ 
tion to tie seizure of tie hos¬ 
tages was tie immediate cause 
of his fall as prime minister a 
month ago. He too remains 
popular with certain sections of 
tie population, particularly tie 
bazaar, and appears to be re¬ 
gaining influence as he has been 
representing the Revolutionary 
Council in discussion. with 
Ayatollah Shariat-Madari, and 
has now been sent as mediator 
to Tabriz. Generally speaking tie 
flop of last weekend's referen¬ 
dum aad its aftermath seem to 
have weakened Imam Khomeini’s 
position and to have demon¬ 
strated the dangers of some of. 
his extremist policies. His res¬ 
ponse has been to retreat and to 
listen more carefully to tie 
voices around him urging moder¬ 
ation. It is probable that this 
extends also to the hostages 
issue, since the new foreign 
minister; Mr Ghothzadeh, is now 
talking of releasing “those of 
whom it can be proved that they 
were not spying ”, and says that 
tie Imam has approved this. Of 
course, as Mr Bani-Sadr has said, 
even if some of them are spies 
Iran has no right to punish them 
other than by expelling them 
from tie country. But Mr Ghor- 
bzadeh’s statement does suggest 
that things are getting better 
rather than worse. For tie time 
being America’s best policy must 
be to watch tie situation develop 
and hope for tie best.

Sir, There may be irony in tie fact 
that Father Edward Schillebeeckx 
is of the Dominican Order, since 
that organization was founded under 
papal auspices, in tie earlv thir¬ 
teenth century, and was to have a 
special relationship with the papacy 
thereafter. The Dominican friars 
were primarily intended to be tie 
watchdogs of orthodox Catholic 
teaching, to defend tie tenets of 
the true faith through preaching 
and theological cross-examination. 

In particular, at tie start, they 
were to use these methods against 
tie Albigensian heretics of southern 
France, but in time the Dcniinicans 
made all heresies their special con¬ 
cern and thus became tie principal 
interrogators of tie Inquisition or 
Holy Office, now reconstituted the 
Sacred Congregation for the Doc¬ 
trine of tie Faith, tie body putting 
on trial tie views of Father Schil¬ 
lebeeckx. 

Furthermore, it was another 
Dominican, Thomas Aquinas, who, 
perhaps more than any other single 
theologian, has enriched tie stock 
of tie Roman Catholic Church's 
orthodox doctrine. 

Surely it is right tiar a great 
Church should have a firm frame¬

The affair of Father Scbille- 
beeckx will doubtlessly be discussed 
for some time to come; may J offer 
two points which, if borne in mind, 
might help us all to see such 
matters in perspective ? 

1. The Trade Descriptions Act does 
slightly infringe our freedom of 
speech, bur tie principle behind it 
is a sound one: products ought to 
be honestly and accurately labelled, 
and when they are not, tie civil 
authorities can’ properly intervene. 
At tie present rime, many “ pro¬ 
ducts” are being packaged and 
labelled and sold as ~ new develop¬ 
ments in Catholic theology ” when, 
in fact, they are more or less frank 
repudiation's of Catholic Christianity 
as such: Mr Clifford Longley cites 
several instances, with apparent 
approval, in his article of December 
3. In any such case. Church 
authority can properly intervene on 
tie principle of the Trade Descrip¬ 
tions Act. Or do we want the 
customer to be deceived ? 

2. A serving officer can lose faith 
in die justice of bis army’s cause: 
a salesman can lose faith in his 
company's product, in either case, 
such a man ought to resign. But 
he may fail to do so. The officer, 
while retaining his commission, may 
work systematically so as to give 
aid and comfort to the enemy: the 
salesman, while remaining on the 
payroll, may denigrate the com¬ 
pany’s products and boost the 
opposition. Neither man should 
therefore be burned at the stake. 
But neither nun suffers injustice 
if gentle pressure is brought to bear 
upon him, on tie principle of “ love 
it or leave it”; and the same is 
true of anyone who freely chooses 
to be an officer or salesman of the 
Church. 

We should not allow ugly 
memories of tie auto da fe to 
obscure these two fairly obvious 
principles.

Control of gaming 


From Sir Stanley Raymond 
Sir. Lord Rothschild in his article 
today (December 5) complains that 
not much official notice has been 
taken of his Royal Commission 
report on Gambling. M» complaint 
is that too much unofficial notice 
has been taken of it and of his 
observations on tie way in which 
the Gaming Board cleaned up and 
kept clean gaming in this country 
after the deplorable conditions we 
found prior to 1968. 

I spent nearly 10 years in 
developing with my colleagues a 
gaming industry which was the 
envy of tie world, only to be told 
bv Lord Rothschild in bis report 
that we had spent too much time 
on gaining and that we ought not 
to breathe down the necks of 
casino operators and issue strong 
“ notes for guidance" telling them 
how we expected them to behare 
on matters that might be in 
doubt. That hint in bis report was 
enough for some operators tn sense 
that the strict vigilance of the 
Gaming Board was about co be re¬ 
laxed. And almost daily press 
reports have in recent months 
borne witness co this. 

Thus the work of the Gaming 
Board, which Lord Rothschild in 
his article dubs as “ idle ” has 
not been helped by his reoort and 
he may be less than comforted to 


know that more notice has been 
taken of it than he realizes. 

He is right to question the 
merits in modern times of the 
existing system of royal commis¬ 
sions. They hand down influential 
comments and recommendations 
Dn highly dangerous and volatile 
subjects which get wide publicity. 
Nothing is done about them either 
at all or for a long time and a 
Hiatus is created. Uncertainty 
weakens firm supervision and 
control of tic existing conditions 
and those who are so minded try to 
take advantage of the vacuum 
resulting until political decisions 
are made. 

Fortunately there i s plenty of 
current evidence that the Gaming 
Board has not relaxed its vigi¬ 
lance. The responsible people in 
otir gaining industry should quickly 
pick up the pieces and beg Lord 
.Mien of Abbeydaie and his col¬ 
leagues on the board to continue 
with their strong administrative 
control and supervision, which 
Lord Rothschild deprecated, until 
such time as Parliament or the 
courts decide otherwise. 

It is urgent that the good name 
of commercial gambling in this 
country be restored and that we 
do not go back co the pre-1968 
situation.

The documentary showed news¬ 
reel film of Sir Oswald, Mosley and 
Nancv Astor campaigning together 
in tie Plvmouti by-election cam¬ 
paign of 1919. At that time Sir 

Oswald Motley was a left-wing 
Conservative with political views 
similar to tie Asters’. His wife was 
a famihr friend—rhey were both, in 
the 3920s. freouent' guests of the 
Astnrs »r Cliveden—but h is hardly 
likely that Nancy Astor would have 
asked someone to campaign ar her 
side, and to speak at her eve-of-noil 
meeting, for no other reason than 
that His wife was a close friend of 
hers. 

Sir Oswald Mosley is. too, the 
sole surviving witness of tie cere¬ 
mony when Nancy Astor took her 
seat" in the House of Commons as 
tie first woman MP. His inclusion 
in tie documentary drew only upon 
His memories of the events of 1919. 
The fact that he later became, after 
a spell in tie Labour Party, tie 
leader of British Fascism ’is no 
reason in our view for treating him 
as a non-person in Nancy Astor’s 
life. 

There was no suggestion in the 
programme that Nancy Astor had 


any sympathy for Sir Oswald 
Mosley’s later views. On the con¬ 
trary it showed verv clearly that 
she was strongly opposed to any 
form of authoritarianism. 

We both believe that the docu¬ 
mentary was responsible and 
accurate, and was in no wav a mis¬ 
representation of Nancy Astor or 
her career.

Future of Exmoor 

From the President of Exmoor 
Society . raid others 
Sir, The next few weeks will be 
vital to tie landscape of one of 
Britain's smallest and most fragile 
national parks: Exmoor, where tie 
amount of open moorland has de¬ 
creased from just under 59,UOU 
acres in 1947 to abour 46,000 to¬ 
day. This decline has been caused 
mostly by farmers, backed by Mini¬ 
stry of Agriculture gi ants, draining, 
rotivating or ploughing die moor¬ 
land. 

Ministers now have before rbem 
replies to their consultation docu¬ 
ment about the moorland conserva¬ 
tion part of tie impending Wildlife 
aod Countryside Bill. In that docu¬ 
ment they said they would rely 
solely on voluntary management 
agreement made between farmers 
and tie national park authority. 
Yet tie farmers continue to demon¬ 
strate their keenness to convert tbe 
moorland, while tbe park authority, 
with a statutory duty to protect tie 
beauties of tie area, has nothing 
but its powers of persuasion. 

Government has been advised 
again and again that voluntary 
agreements are not enough. Lord 
Porch ester mads an independent 
study of tie matter in 1977, If 
management agreements were ro 
work, lie said, there must be a back¬ 
up power whereby Ministers or tie 
park authority could make conser¬ 
vation’ orders (subject to com¬ 
pensation). 

The Countrvside Commission, tie 
Government’s official advisers on 
these matters, take tie same view. 
Even more significantly tie Exmoor 
national park authority itself, which 
has experience of negotiating man¬ 
agement agreements and on which 
tie farmers and landowners of 
Exmoor are by no means unrepre¬ 
sented. has unanimously pressed for 
back-up powers. 

If tie Government’s faith in the 
farmers’ cooperation is justified, no 
conservation orders will be neces¬ 
sary and everyone will be pleased. 
If. as we fear, tie Government is 
over optimistic, then further precious 
moorland will he lost. The necessary 
powers could however be included 
in tie Wildlife and Countryside Bill, 
to be brought into play by statutory 
instrument (subject to parliamen¬ 
tary approval) only if circumstances 
justify them. 

This is a simple precaution to 
which nobody who cares for the 
beauties of Exmoor for any other 
national park where the same prob¬ 
lem may exist! can object. We com¬ 
mend it to Ministers.

Exhibition 
of rare 
porcelain at 
Palace 

The Queen's collection of 
eighteenth-century porcelain from 
Sevres was created for some of 
tbe most expensive tastes in 
history. It is tbe finest collec¬ 
tion in the world, and some 350 
pieces feature in an exhibition 
opening today at the Queen's 
Gallery, Buckingham Palace. 

Most of tbe collection has been 
kept in the private apartments of 
Windsor Castle and Buckingham 
Palace. 

The collection was formed by 
King George IV between 1783 and 
1830. Many of the pieces went on 
the market during the French revo¬ 
lution. Two Chinese vases In the 
exhibition were sold to Marie- 
Amonieae 200 years ago. 

One of the table services was the 
most expensive to come from 
Sevres. Commissioned by Louis 
XVI. It took 20 years to complete. 
Artists and craftsmen had been 
working for 10 years when pro¬ 
duction ceased at the time of the 
king's execution in 1793. 

Each plate cost 480 livres—un¬ 
convertible in modern currency 
terms. But that is still twice the 
cost of the huge set commissioned 
by Catherine the Great of Russia 
in 1777. 

Half the total cost was for the 
painting, showing scenes from 
mythology and Roman history. In 
1788 it was calculated that an 
artist would take 12 to 15 months, 
working eight to 10 hours a day, 
to paint en large plateau tor the 
tureens.* 

The exhibition also includes 
furniture, paintings, drawings and 
tapestries from the royal collec¬ 
tion. providing an appropriate 
setting.

President Elsenhower yesterday 
declined, even at die risk of being 
misunderstood, to enter into a 
public argument with Senator 
McCarthy. No doubt be felt It 
would be beneath rhe dignity of his 
office. With the caution that he 
always shows—certainly in 
public—when dealing with the 
obstreperous wing of his party, he 
answered tbe senator obliquely. 
Yet there could, be no miscaklng 
his meaning when he said that 
Americans wanted, as be saw it, to 
be led by “ a group of progressive 
moderates." Nor is there any mis¬ 
taking (he challenge which Senator 
McCarthy threw down when pub¬ 


licly accusing the President of soft¬ 
ness towards Communism. The 
battle Is on whether acknowledged, 
or not. 

At first glance Senator McCarthy 
seems to be seeking political sui¬ 
cide. Only last week he suffered 
the almost unprecedented humilia¬ 
tion of condemnation by his peers. 
Yet tbe lists are strangely open. In 
the final vote on the resolution to 
condemn Senator McCarthy there 
were 24 Republican senators 
against it. including the Senate 
leader, and only 22 for it. A recent 
Gallup poll shows an equally siz¬ 
able volume of support for Senator 
McCarthy in the country. The 
senator is not yet isolated and In 
the wilderness. He is still a polit¬ 
ical leader with powerful friends 
and some popular backing.

The driver of fee Interscope 
Porsche is to be* the 37 year-old 
Hawaiian, Danny Ongais. who 
made such an impact in- Britain 
a year ago when a team of USAC 
drivers mid. cars were Sown over 
for two specially staged races at 
Sflverscone and Brands Hatch. He 
is -widely regarded as fee fastest 
driver in US AC-type raring, 
which involves a combination of 
oval-track and conventional race 
circuit driving. Ongais has already

Their nomination of Davis will 
revive United States television's 
interest in fee lightweight divi¬ 
sion, and while promising a hip;

She wore a five-inch-long gauze 
bandage around' her wrist when 
she performed.

Her ailment vas described by 
hospital and Romanian t eam 
ofifdals as a minor “ spontaneous 
infection” with swelling pain mid 
fever. 

Immed iately after . the medals 
ceremony. Miss Comaneci was 
asked whether she was'in pdtn. 
daring her routine. “ Of coarse ”, 
she replied- “ 1 tried to give my 
best ”, she added through an 
interpreter, ” and with toe rest 
of the team, we were successful ” 
(sic). She then left for toe 
hospital. . . 

Her coach, asked whether she 
would be able to continue compet¬ 
ing, said : “ Tint depends on wha t 
the American doctors say The 
Russian coach said at the press 
conference “Today the 
Romanian'team are in first place 
and' we congratulate them.”.' 

Romania scored 389.550 points, 
toe Soviet Union 388.925 and East 
Germany 388.Q7S. China, compet¬ 
ing for the first rime In 18 years 
in any world-wide gymnastic 
tou rnament, finished a strong 
fourth with' 384.600 points.. 

They are guaranteed entry into 
the 1980 Moscow Olympics—their 
first .appearance at the Games 
since 1348 and their first Olympic 
gymnastics challenge.

£250,000

The £lm cost to the Dutch 
bank, the result of speculation 
by an over-ambitious investor, 
will leave the options side of 
Van Lanschot in loss during 
the current year. 

The Amsterdam situation re¬ 
sulted from a breach in the 
Exchange rules. A member of 
the Van Lanscbot securities 
staff allowed an investor to 
break rhe limit of 1,500 options 
in one share, and some 5,500 
options in Royal Dutch-Shell 
were sold. 

In the event the share price 
of Shell nose, and the buyers of 
2,000 contracts demanded their 
shares. The investor, although 
having provided collateral of 
300 per cent on the value of 
the options, was uncovered and 
as such could not come up with 
the stock.

Britain will refuse U S request 
far lowering of oil Import targets

Britain will refuse any 
American request at the Inter¬ 
national Energy Agency meeting 
in Paris an Monday for a lower¬ 
ing of oil import targets to 
impress Opec. 

Tbe Americans intend to offer 
to reduce tbe target of 8.5 
million barrels a day they pro¬ 
mised ai the Tokyo summit of 
world leaders earlier this year 
by 1 million barrels a day and 
are expecting other members 
of the 20-nauon 1EA organiza¬ 
tion to offer similar cuts. 

Mr David Howell, the secre¬ 
tary of State for Energy, said 
yesterday: “ EEC members of 
the IEA have carefully worked 
out targets for 1980 and 19S5, 
and we do not want to go back 
into them 

Tbe Americans feel that the 
recession likely next year will 
make the Tokyo overall target 
of 24 million barrels a day too 
generous and it should be cut 
back. However. Mr Howell did 


not foresee a row. “ I do not see 
any question of a confrontation 
with the Americans ”, he said. 

On tie contrary, he thought it 
would be possible to impress on 
them that it was consumption 
cuts that mattered, not import 
targets. 

However, there are substan¬ 
tial differences of opinion be¬ 
tween rhe United States and 
United Kingdom delegations to 
the Paris meeting, which Mr 
Howell will attend. It appears 
the Americans consider Britain 
is dragging its feet over energy 
conservation. 

Tbe Americans were keen to 
hold the IEA meeting a week 
before the price fixing meeting 
of Opec in Caracas nn Decem¬ 
ber 17. to try to defuse the 
opposition.

A substantial devaluation of 
the cruzeiro and important 
changes in the handling of 
foreign loans were the two 
main moves likely in a package 
of economic and financial 
measures to be announced 
ronight by General Joao 
Baptists Figueiredo, the 
Brazilian President. 

His statement is being made 
after the surprise announce¬ 
ment from the central bank last 
night that all foreign exchange 
dealings are being suspended 
until Monday. 

Despite official silence on 
tbe contents of the speech, 
bankers here speculate that the 
cruzei-ro will be devalued, by 
between 25 and 40 per cent. 
Tbe battered Brazilian currency 
has dropped by 56.5 per cent 
from its January, 1979 level ot 
20.85 to the United States dollar 
to Today’s 3236. 

But even this faH does not 
match tbe country’s galloping 
inflation, estimated to top 75 
per cent by the end of this 
year. There was also specula¬ 
tion in the capital. Brasilia, 
today that General Figueiredo 
may announce tougher controls 


on consumption of petroleum 
products, even including petrol 
rationing. 

A fortbe-r strong rumour sug¬ 
gests that changes may be made 
in the so-called resolution 432, 
a measure introduced in May 
this year to allow companies 
voluntarily to deposit ail or 
part of a foreign loan, in 
cruzeiros, with the central bank.

US insurers 
double rates 
for Gulf 
freighters

American insurance com¬ 
panies have followed the lead 
of Lloyd’s of London by doubl¬ 
ing rates for war-risk cover on 
all freighters serving countries 
in the Gulf and the Gulf of 
Oman. 

In the case of foreign vessels 
making stops at Iranian ports, 
rates have increased four-fold 
while underwriters are refusing 
to quote any war-risk rates for 
American flagships heading far 
Iran. In this case rates will be 
the subject of negotiation day- 
to-dav. 

Despite the increase, war 
risk caver remains a fractional 
cost when compared with normal 
bull all-risks cover, rates for 
which average about two per 
cent of insured values. Even 
the four-fold increase with re¬ 
gard to Iran-bonnd ships takes 
premiums payable for the addi- 
j tional war-risk policy to just 
0.1 per cent of insured values. 

Even so steamship companies 
j say the fast rise in rates. is 
creating a problem for ships 
serving the area. None is willing 
to concede, however, that pre¬ 
miums have increased enough 
to slow the movement of oik 
machinery and other products in 
or out of the area. 

There were rumours in Bri¬ 
tain and the United States in 
August, that Iranian terrorists 
might attempt to scuttle vessels 
to block the Strait of Hormuz, 
the gateway to the Persian 
Gulf. Insurers then added a 
surcharge of 2.5 cents per 
each S1Q0 value of ship hull 
to their war-risk insurance , 

Lloyd’s of London and marine 
insurance companies in the 
United States raised the war- 
risk surcharge on hull insur¬ 
ance to 5 cents for each $100 
value of vessels in the Persian 
and Oman. Gulf area on Novem¬ 
ber 22. This meant that a stand¬ 
ard freighter valued at about 
S15m would have to pay an 
extra $7,500 on a 14-day voyage 
in and out of the risk area, up 
from $3,750 in August.

' a little for statutory life assur¬ 
ance coven invested at the 
attractive rares now being 
offered by societies, and subse¬ 
quently taxed at the special life 
assurance tux rates. 

These technicalities, however, 
need not concern the investor. 
All he should remember is that 
the way to maximise the return 
'on these schemes is ro cancel 
the policy after four years, 
although it is actually written 
over 10 years. Ten-year 
policies cancelled after four 
years are not subject to the 
"clawback” provisions which 
relieve the invesror of some of 


the tax relief he has enjoyed 
since he took out the policy. 

The introduction of tbe 
clawback in 1974 did for a 
while depress the market for 
building society insurance- 
linked schemes. When they 
were originally marketed some 
ten years ago, the trick was to 
cancel the policies at the end 
of the second year—when the 
return was greater still. 

Today, the yield after two 
years is still more attractive 
This is because tbe longer the 
policy runs, the more thinly 
spread the Life assurance relief 
(only given on the current 
year's premiums) aver the total 
sum invested. However, the tax 
relief clawback up to four 
years substantially waters down 
the return. 

So it is four years for the 
best return although even after 
the full 10 years the return is 
still a respectable 11-12 per 
cent net. Life assurance cover 
ranges between 100 to 60 times 
(decreasing with age) the 
monthly premium, which is 
usually a minimum of £10. 
Some societies offer lump sum 
facilities and make regular 
transfer to the insurance 
schemes for investors. 

The remaining questions are: 
which societies actually offer 
these schemes and why do so 
few of them make it avail¬ 
able ? For despite the self- 
evident attractions oE building 
society insurance - linked 
schemes their total value at 
tbe beginning of tiiis year was 
£25m. 

Three out of the five giant 
societies do not have linked 
schemes. The Abbey National 
did once, and may return m 
the new year to insurance 
schemes if it can find a new 


angle to them. Nationwide, dis¬ 
misses tbe schemes as too com¬ 
plicated. It is also heavily com¬ 
mitted to term Shares. 

The Woolwich Equitable also 
gives tbe thumbs down to in¬ 
surance schemes, leaving only 
die Halifax and Leeds Per¬ 
manent to represent the big 
league. 

Tbe market is dominated by 
the medium-ro-large societies, 
notably Bristol and West, Brad¬ 
ford and Bingley, Town and 
Country and Midshires. Also, a ' 
good-sized clutch oE smaller 
societies, including the Coventry 
Provident, Marsden, Bath, 
Dudley, Cotswold, Cambridge, I 
North of England and Hetnel 
Hempstead, offer insurance 
links. 

The life assurance element is 
mainly provided by either 
Royal Insurance or Eagle Star, 
although Bristol and West, the 
market leader, uses the Equit¬ 
able. 

As the building society invest¬ 
ment rare went up only on Dec¬ 
ember 1, not all societies will 
have put out the literature and 
the newest rate structure for 
these complicated schemes. The 
rates will always vary in line 
with movements in the main 
building society interest rates. 

It will, however, pay to shop 
around a little. Not only are 
there differences in rates, but 
the terms also vary with age 
groups and some are more gene¬ 
rous to those over 50. With 
house purchase saving in mind, 
it might be better to take out 
one scheme with a larger society 
and another with a smaller one 
which may pay more now bur 
charge more for a mortgage 
later.

Grouse 

The Government trumped my 
ace on Thursday. A 
“ Grouse ” column was ready 
to be launched with a strong 
attack on British Saving 
Bonds which until then were 
being actively promoted by 
the Department of National 
Savings, despite the inade¬ 
quate returns they offered to 
investors. 

However, as part of the 
proposed Civil Service cuts, 
both British Savings Bonds 
and the special facilities 
offered to saving groups are 
to be axed. 

It is a pity about the latter 
service, expensive to run as 
it admittedly was; but good 
that the Government, even 
for reasons of self-interest, 
is withdrawing British Sav¬ 
ings Bonds 

In days of rapidly chang¬ 
ing interest rates the bonds, 
with a fixed rate of interest 
of 91 per cent plus a 4 per 
cent tax-free bonus if held 
for the full years, are a 
singularly inappropriate and 
inflexible form of investment. 

Even allowing for the 
bonus, the gross equivalent 
yield is a mere 10.47 per cent 
—actually less than the tax 
paid return of 10.5 per cent 
on building society shares, or 
tbe same after-tax return on 
the National Savings Bank 
investment account from 
January 1. 

What is infuriating, bow-! 
ever, is that only two days 
before the axe fell, a con-| 
version offer was announced | 
for British Savings Bonds, 
which are due to mature 
between now and April, 1980. 
The conversion is into the 
same issue that the Govern¬ 
ment two days later 
announced as unfit for 
savers' consumption. 

It is not uncommon for 
government's left and right 
hands to operate indepen¬ 
dently, but when such a 
blatant contradiction ap¬ 
pears* one would expect 
some action to retrieve the 
situation. Bur no, the 
Government has not with¬ 
drawn the con vers non offer 
notice; nor, at this stage, 
does it intend to. 

Could it be, that it does 
not want to lose the money 
tied up in the existing issue 
of bonds? All bond holders 
will be circulated by the De¬ 
partment of National Savings 
about the conversion offer 
before their bonds mature. 
There is little doubt that 
most of them will be more 
persuaded by that sales liter¬ 
ature than they will by a 
Treasury pronouncement fif 
they read about it at all) 
that new sales of the same 
bonds are being discontinued.

In certain circumstances the 
Inland Revenue waive arrears 
of tax either wholly or in part. 
One important condition is that 
the arrear arose because of a 
departmental error which 
involved the failure to make 
proper and timely use of infor¬ 
mation about his income or 
personal circumstances supplied 
by the taxpayer so that he 
could reasonably believe chat 
his affairs were m order. 

Another condition is that the 
taxpayer's gross income must 
be within certain tiraits and 
untH recently there was allevia¬ 
tion of all' the tax if total 
gross income was below £3,000. 
There was remission of half the 
tax where gross income was 
between £3,000 and £6,000 pro¬ 
vided the taxpayer had no signi¬ 
ficant capital resources (which 
meant £500 worth or more of 
investment income). 

However, tbe limi t* were 
raised on November 7, 1979, 
together with an improvement 
in the part relief rules. Tbe 
position now is that where a 
taxpayer’s gross income is less 
than £4,000 no attempt will be 
made to recover the arrear of 
tax. Where it is £4,000 or more 
but less chon £6,000 only one 
quarter of the arrear will be 
collected; if £6,000 or more but. 
less than £8,000, one half of 
the arrear will be collected; 
and if £8,000 or more but less 
than £10,000, three quarters of 
the arrear will be collected; 
where gross income is £10,000 
or more there will normally be 
no remission. In addition, the 
level of investment income is 
now ignored.

X would like 
to do what is fair and would 
appreciate your guidance on the 
Law relating to product dura-, 
bility (JW, Croydon). 

The fact that the guarantee 
period . has expired does not 
mean that your liability under 
the Sale of .Goods Act is at. 
an end. This Act imposes a 
strict duty on all retailers to 
ensure that the goods they 
supply are of merchantable 
quality—-ie, fit for their pur¬ 
pose. The fact that you could 
not yourself have known of a 
latent defect in the toy is no 
defence. As it cannot be re¬ 
paired it is now valueless . to 
the buyer. 

The question of product 
durability is always difficult 
but it .would be reasonable to

Are you better off self-employed ? 


“If I could arrange to be self- 
employed, surely r should be 
much better off than I am as an 
employee? 

Nor many of us have, the 
choice but there are border-line 
cases where k may be possible 
to adjust the real position m. 
cither direction. Then yotir 
status is desrasiUDed. lw the 
Inspector of Taxes accorc&ig to ; 
the facts in your particular 
case.

(PAYE) hy die employer in 
the year in which the earnings 
are received. 

By contrast, one of die advan¬ 
tages of being Self employed 
and taxed under Schedule D 
arises from baring your tax 
HabBky litis year on your in¬ 
come for last year. If your in¬ 
come increases each year, as 
k normally would under infla¬ 
tionary conditions, then you 
should hove a comfortable cash¬ 
flow advantage over the em¬ 
ployee. 

Conversely, of course, you 
could encounter 'a nasty cash¬ 
flow problem if your income 
drops and you have not pro¬ 
vided for tiie higher tax level 
based on yew previous year’s 
mdome. 

’• The rules which govern a 
self-employed person's trade on 
(us first year are generally 
advantageous and provide sev¬ 
eral opportunities ' for tax 
planning. However, a switch to 
a current year basis is being 
conzemphsted in order to bring 
self-employed people into line 
with companies and employees. 
. A further disadvantage of 
etaptoyment is that any expenses 
dashed: against tax faave to be 
incurred -wJiofly, exclusively 
and necessarily m the perform¬ 
ance of your duties. On the 
other hand, when a self-em¬ 
ployed person is calculating his 
taxable profits for the year, he 
can deduct expenses which are 
only wholly and exclusively 
used for business purposes—the 
W»rd “ necessarily ” does. nor 
apply. - So it is' generally much 
easier for a self-employed per¬ 
son to justify his expenses. 

But there are several rules 
Lwhich.favour the employee. For 
! example, if you travel to work 
in a company car which you use 
“substantially” for business 
purposes (normally over 10 per 
cent of total mileage), your 
employer could-pay the petrol 
for all your private mileage 
wirhour increasing your rax lia¬ 
bility. 

Your pension scheme could 
also- be a decisive factor, parti¬ 
cularly if you are nearing 
retirement An employer can 
make very substantial contribu¬ 
tions towards a. pension scheme, 
whereas self-employed people 
are much more restricted in the 


amount which- they can contri¬ 
bute each year into a personal 
pension arrangement. 

National Insurance contribu¬ 
tions and benefits must also be 
taken into account. If you are 
self-employed, yon pay a lower 
overall level of National Insur¬ 
ance contributions—end get 
lower benefits. A self-employed 
person cannot participate in the 
stare earnings related second- 
tier pension scheme and is not 
entitled to industrial injuries 
benefit, unemployment benefit 
or earnings related sickness 
benefit. 

If you are a self-employed 
person with an income (which 
includes expenses which are in¬ 
voiced on to diems) totalling 
more than £10,000 per annum, 
you will have to register for 
value-added tax. It does nor 
involve extra cost in itself, but 
the bookkeeping and other 
paperwork could prove to be a 
time-consuming irritation. 

Jt is also worth remember¬ 
ing that employees are strongly 
protected under employment law 
and. a self-employed person Is 
much more vulnerable, even 
though cither - contractual 
arrangements can be made. 

The decision whether to be 
self-employed or not is not cut 
and dried. The more advantag¬ 
eous rules for expenses prob¬ 
ably cloud the issue and make 
self-employment sound more 
attractive than it really is. And 
a knowledgeable and coopera¬ 
tive employer is essential in 
order to arrange employment 
which is effective from a tax 
point of view. 

One way of getting the best 
of both worlds might be to form 
your own company, but the 
expense can usually only be jus¬ 
tified if your profits are at 
least £20.000 a year, and there 
are a number -of other factors 
to take into account. The posi 
tion will vary from one person 
to another- and it is essential 
to take professional advice in 
ibis complicated area. 

But, if fotxed to make a gen¬ 
eralization, it would seem that, 
where you can arrange substan- ] 
tlal fringe benefits. Schedule E 
employment may well be pref¬ 
erable to self-employment.

The Bank of England mopped 
up surplus liquidity on a raoder- 
a;e scale yesterday by selling 
Treasury bills direct to the 
discount houses. 

The chief source of funds was 
a moderate excess of Exchequer 
disbursements over tax transfers, 
the payment of rate support grants 
figuring prominently. On the 
minus side were a small increase 
in note circulation and a small 
below-targer figure for the bank 
balances coming through from 
Thursday. 

With surplus in prospect, rates 
opened around 151 per cent and 
quickly dipped to 15i per cent, at 
which level houses were able to 
make good progress. But the flow 
of funds slowed down with the 
approach of midday, allowing 
patchy conditions to develop for 
a spell and rates to bounce op to 
the 15;—j per cent area. 

It quickened again in the after¬ 
noon. Rates dropped to 14 per 
cent, and eventually dosed any¬ 
where between 14 per cent and 
151 per cent as tbe authorities 
absorbed excess funds.

The BSC board includes

Disputes over policy 
may raise oil prices

Carter • Administration offi¬ 
cials are fearful that tomorrow's 
ainisrcrial meeting in Paris of 
the International .

| Workers are 
4 willing to 
negotiate ’ on 
pay claims

Seven out of every 10 indus¬ 
trial workers would reconsider 
the size of their pay claims if 
they believed business<£ would 1 
suffer. Sir John Methven. direc- i 
tor general of the Confedera-, 
tion of British Industry said. 
He quoted the recent example : 
of tbe miners’ ballot, which led i 
to acceptance of the National ' 
Coal Board’s offer, as evidence ; 
of this mood of realism. 

Sir John was commenting on 
cue findings of a survey of 
workers’ views, conducted, for 
the CBr by Opinion Research 
and Communication (OR C). 
The survey, published today, 
shows that more rban half 
of the workers questioned 
iranted pay rises from 15 per 
cent to more than 20 per cent. 
However, nearly a third said 
they would settle for 10 per 
cent or less. 

ORC concludes that tbe mood 
of most workers in tbe present 
pay round is "more unhelpful 
than ar any time in the past 
three years”. 

However, the sorvev found 
that ar least two-fifths of 
employees would reconsider 
claims which substantially cut 
employers* profits. Three out 
of four would reconsider if 
they felr they were likely to 
bankrupt their employer, and 
three out o*f five would have 
second thoughts if they thought 
their claims would cut growth 
and investment. 

Sir John said: “The CBI's 
pay databank shows the majo¬ 
rity if company settlements are 
in'the 12 per cent to 16 per 
cent range. Unless productivity 
b increased dramatically, the 
effect of the higher pay in¬ 
creases would be a further drop 
in our export competitiveness 
and lead to even greater in¬ 
roads into the home market tjv 
exports. Bankruptcies and lay¬ 
offs must follow. 

“ No right thinking person 
wants to push his employer into 
bankruptcy or to price himself 
and his fellow workers out of a 
job—yet that is the risk many 
employees face today because 
they are pressing for higher pay 
increases than their companies 
can afford. 

“IVe have already seen the 
consequences of this kind of 
approach with recent announce¬ 
ments of factory closures ", Sir 
John said. 

The survey made it clear. Sir 
John said, that employees* atti¬ 
tudes could be changed, and 
realistic pay settlements 
achieved when tbe facts were 
put over simply and clearly.

U S ‘money war’ with 
Iran likely to dominate 
top bankers meeting

The United States' economic 
war against Iran is expected to 
be the most important topic of 
discussion at the two dav meet- 
ing of western central bankers 
that begins in Basie today. 

With Mr Cyrus Vance, the 
American 'Secretary 01 
State, flying to Europe to 
drum up support for American 
policies, and President Carter 
reportedly considering a halt 
to food exports to Iran, it now 
looks as if the “money war" 
between the two countries has 
some time to run, unless the 
Ayatollah Khomeini has a 
sudden and unexpected change 
of been over the fate of the 
American hostages in Tehran. 

The bankers, who will be 
assembled for die monthly 
meeting at the Bank for Inter¬ 
national Settlements, will be 
looking at the implications of 
the Iranian crisis on an 
already shaky international 
monetary order. 

Their discussions are almost 
certain to be informal and 
kept from the public. The 
issue does not appear on any 
agenda and will probably be 
discussed over dinner tonight. 

The. immediate question will 
be to assess the possible reper¬ 
cussions of the United States’ 
decision to freeze Iranian gov¬ 
ernment funds in United 
States bank accounts. 

Although there i s sympathy 
for the American action, cen¬ 
tral bankers have shared the 
annoyance of others that the 
United States automatically 
applied its order to bank 
branches on foreign soi], and 
are more than disturbed to see 
American commercial banks 
engaging in "cowboy” tactics 
in the delicate world of inter¬ 
national finance. 

It is widely felt thar the 
measures taken by the govern¬ 
ment and banks of the United 
States will reduce the attrac¬ 
tions of rhe dollar as a haven 
for the wealth ot the oil pro¬ 
ducers. 

The use of the money 
weapon by America, irrespec¬ 
tive of the merits of this 
particular case, seems bound to 
strengthen the arguments of 
those in the individual Opec 


states and richer nations whjch 
favour a gradual diversification 
of currency reserves out of the 
dollar. 

For years the dollar has 
accounted for about SO per 
cent of tha world's monetary 
reserves—the emergence of the 
Deutsche mark as the world’s 
second reserve currency being 
largely at the expense of ster¬ 
ling. 

Now there are fears that the 
process of diversification wiff 
go further, bringing the world 
nearer to a multi-currency 
reserve system. 

This is a prospect viewed 
with distaste by central banks 
such as the Federal Bank of 
West Germany or the National 
Bank of Switzerland, whose 
currencies are tbe most attrac¬ 
tive substitute for the dollar. 

Alongside these broad mone¬ 
tary worries, European ban¬ 
kers are likely to express 
concern at the behaviour 
of certain American banks and, 
in particular, Morgan Guaranty 
Trust in attaching tie in¬ 
dustrial assets of the Iranian 
Government ia Europe. 

Iran has formally com¬ 
plained ro the International 
Monetary Fund at the freezing 
of its assets in American banks 
last month by President Carter. 
the Central’ Bank of Iran 
announced yesterday. 

Mr Ali Reza Nobari, Gov¬ 
ernor of Iran’s cenrral bank, m 
a letter ta Mr jaques de la 
Rosiere. managing director of 
the IMF, released ro tbe press 
yesterday, described the 
American act as a violation of 
all accepted principles of inter¬ 
national financial relations. 

Mr Abdul al-Rahman al- 
Atiqi, finance minister of Kuw¬ 
ait, has said in an interview to 
be published tomorrow that 
the United States lud no 
excuse for retaliating against 
Iranians by .freezing their 
assets. 

He told the Middle East 
Economic Survey: “ Perhaps 
the United Srates would hare 
an excuse for retaliating 
against the Iranians by holding 
their ambassador or something 
like that, but not for freezing 
their money.”

Washington, Dec 9.—The United States 
is . a “ rickety ." rackety, ramshackle 
economy”, according to Congressman 
Henry Reuss. fie says the White House is 
seemingly “ paralyzed ” and unable to deal 
with the structural problems that confront 
the nation, and that tbe Federal Reserve 
Board is. not very important when it comes 
to attacking these problems. 

Mr Reass- is, assuredly, controversial,- 
also he is influential^ He wields power as 
chairman of tbe banking committee of the 
Home of Representatives. He has been a 
Democratic Party Congressman from 
Wisconsin for almost 2S years, and in that 
period he has won himself an international. 
reputation as' an expert in economic 
affairs. • • . . 

Today Mr Reass zs worried by wbar 
be sees as an overly great reliance on 
monetary policies to solve economic prob¬ 
lems; He asserts that, to the degree that 
current difficulties can be dealt with by 
macro-economic. policies, there ought to 
be a much better mix between fiscal and' 
monetary policy, not just in America but 
in Ericam and Germany as well.

He is thought to have missed 
only one important inter¬ 
national monetary conference 
during his period of office. That 
was in March, 1968, when the 
trwufrr gold price was estab¬ 
lished. 

But it is not just as the 
“foreign minister” of the 
federal bank that he will be 
remembered. He has been a 
determined and persistent war¬ 
rior against Geidentwertung— 
a favourite federal bank word 
for inflation. 

Although Germany’s present 
inflation rale of around 5.7 per 
cent compares favourably with 
a British rate moving cowards 20 
per-cent, it is far too high for 
Otmar Emminger. Accordingly 
he did not hesitate at a recent 
meeting of toe bank’s central 
council to push through a fur¬ 
ther. tightening of monetary 
policies against toe wishes of 
toe finance ministry in Bonn. 

Many expect this Karl-Otto 
Poehl wiB he a rather more 
easy-going presudent of toe 
federal bank than Emminger 
who has the reputation of 
never detaching hnanself from 
his job. 

Poehl, who at 50 is 18 years 
younger than Emminger, finds 
it d&ficok to conform to toe 
austere image normally asso¬ 
ciated with his chosen pro- 
fessidp. He has.a lively sense 
of humour and a mischievous 
twinkle. He can. be very 
irreverent 

It is hard to imagine hist 


submitting cheerfully^ to the 
tight security precautions that 
go with toe new job. But there 
is certainly no question as to 
his ability and he has made k 
to the top after a remarkably 
varied career. 

Poehl was only IS when the 
war - ended and his first task 
was to catch up on his educa¬ 
tion. He eventually studied 
economics at Gottingen, gradu¬ 
ating in 1955. 

His career got under way in 
1960 when he went as a depart- 
meat bead,to an economic re¬ 
search institute in Munich- Be¬ 
tween 1961 and 1967 he was an 
economics journalist in Bonn, 
working for a private news¬ 
letter, as well as magazines and 
ihe radio. 

In 1968 he left journalism to 
join toe management of the pri¬ 
vate banking association. In 
1970 he was brought into toe 
Bonn economics ministry by 
Karl Schiller, toe then minister. 

The following year he moved 
on to become economic adviser 
to Willy Brandt in toe Chan¬ 
cellory ‘before raking over as 
state secretary at the finance 
ministry in • December. 1972, 
under Helmut Schmidt, the 
present federal Chancellor. 

PoehTs responsibilities were 
pot confined to international 
affairs in the finance ministry. 
It was Poehl who was respons¬ 
ible for new banking legislation 
after toe collapse of the Her* 
statt Bank in 1974, proving him¬ 
self a canny debt manager as 


Germany found itself having to 
bridge growing budget deficits 
in fighting .back during the, 
recession of toe mid 1970s. 

With his appointment to toe 
vice-presidency of toe federal; 
hank it became clear that Poehl 
could reach the top. 1 

His ability to get on with 
Helmut Schmidt and his know¬ 
ledge of Bonn should stand him 
in good stead after he takes 
over toe presidency. 

Poehl committed no serious 
errors after becoming vice-presi¬ 
dent. He has even worked to 
look more dour and bankerly 
and has developed a taste for 
dark grey Savile Row suits to 
help him look toe part. 

This last point is important 
to the West Germans. The presi¬ 
dent of the federal bank is a 
public figure—far more so than 
any other central bank president 
in tbe EEC. Who, after all, out¬ 
side the City and Whitehall 
would recognize a picture of 
Gordon Richardson, Governor of 
the Bank of England ? 

Poehl, like Emminger, % will

This week sees the final

Cobalt: study of a 


it has been a disappointing 
year for punters In cobalt. On 
Friday evening the free market 
price was S25 a pound, a far 
cry from the $44 reached in 
November 1978. At that time of 
dramatic fluctuations in price, 
largely precipitated by the in¬ 
vasion of Zaire's Shaba pro¬ 
vince, it was expected in some 
market quarters that cobalt 
could go as high as S100. In¬ 
stead, trading tlus year bas been 
surprisingly quiet. 

Indeed, what has happened is 
a case study in how treacherous 
markets can be. Both demand 
for and supply of cobalt have 
proved more elastic than was 
thought. There is more evidence 
of substitution chan would have 
been admitted 12 months ago; 
The then tenuous- plans for con¬ 
structing additional capacity are 
coming to fruition. Last week, 
for instance, Nchanga Consoli¬ 
dated Copper Mines, a major 
Zambian producer, announced 
it is to raise metal production 
capacity from 1,200 tonnes to 
4,000 tonnes. 


There is no question that 
cobalt. remains a strategic and 
rare inateriaL Last year world 
production of the metal was 
2JU200 tonnes, of which 13,300 
tonnes came from Zaire and 
L?00 from Zambia. About 30 
per cent is used in chemical 
applications- such as. paints and 
oil refineries, while another 30 
per cent goes to high tempera¬ 
ture anti-corrosion . .alloys, 
especially in the aerospace 
business. 

Smaller uses include magnets 
(22 per cent), tungsten carbide 
cements (8 per cent), and steel 
alloys (5 per cent). This year it 
is expected that output will be 
abont 1,000 tonnes more than 
in 1978, while demand will be 
slightly more, mainly met from 
stockpiles held by either tl.e 
mines or consumers. 

But this demand gap^-if such 
a thing ever exists—is much 
smaller than some market 
sources anticipated last year.' At 
that time an annual deficiency 
of up to' 5,000 tonnes was 
mooted for the next four or five 
years. It was on this, expecta¬ 


tion that the price was driven 
up. 

Two factors upset the specu¬ 
lators' plans. One was the 
strength of output from Zaire. 
Production was about 3,100 
tonnes more than in 1978. Given 
the troubles around the Shaba 
mines, there is still a lktle 
mystery as to how this miracle 
was worked. One; reason seems 
to be that the damage to the

' mines was . negligible-—as this 
year's. likely - output- bf 12,000 
tonnes suggests.- Another possi¬ 
bility is tha. stockpiles were 
pillaged and higher grade ore 
mined. It' is-'a)sQ, said, in the 
market that contracts with con¬ 
sumers were broken: as Zaire 
sold its - cobalt on the'-free' 
market to take advantage of 
higher prices. 

Whatever .the answer, -the 
prospect of a permanently 
higher producer price brought 


new mines and refineries - into 
the market. In February 1978 
the producer price was' $6.85 a 
pound; by October it was $20.. 
In the middle of this year it 
was fixed at $25, and for a 
while was most unusually more 
than the free market price: .'Che 
increase,' followed by stabiliza¬ 
tion, was an ideal combination 
wixh.wiiicfrrto encourage^ invest-, 
meat in new capacity. 

Rustenburg,: the South Afri¬ 
can- platinum producer,' 'for ex¬ 
ample, is .now turning out 
cobalt sulphate equivalent to 90 
tonnes of metal a year.'At that 
level .the Republic is self-suffic¬ 
ient and is talking about adefing 
cobalt to its exports of strategic

mam Japanese refineries,' Sumj- 
~tomo. Mecai Mihing and Nippon 
Mining, are. adding to J their 
current 2,400 Jonnes. . . .. . 

. The • second factor- which 
stymied the speculators-—some 
of wb«tn were badly caught by 
the faB in price to,$21 a pcHfnd 
in The.fu^t hajf of this year— 


was die solidarity of the-con¬ 
sumers and their.ability to find 
substitutes. Rather than be held 
to. ransom, .as they' saw it,’.by 
the market, the consumers put' 
cobalt- surcharges on their 
gootU, extended delivery times, 
amt ran down cobalt stocks. 

At the same time they set to 
work;, looking for alternatives. 

- It is .jmw estimated that some 
30 pbr cent of magnates could 
use ferrites ',.. instead bf 
cobaHtc and superalloys could 
switch to sided, saving 20 per 
ceqn Chemical substitution 
■might reach 15 per cent. 

These changes will take two 
or- threelyeiars tp complete and 
'will of course be sensitive.to 
. prices! But the glowing future 
in cobaft speculation anticipated 
'at the beginning of 1979 is a lot 
less bright: Instead, 1980 may 
well see ag orderly market in 
-which cobalt output, demand 
and substitution will all play a 
part. Only the possibility of 
disruption in central and south¬ 
ern Africa is likely to upset the 
balance again. . '

Sale of Greenbat 


The international dollar 
bond market has reopened for 
new fixed-rate offerings after a 
pause of about four months. 
Reports APDJ. 

The reopening of the pri¬ 
mary market comes at a time 
when some institutional inves¬ 
tors appear to be concerned 
about bolding too much of 
their assets in short-term in¬ 
struments and cash equiva¬ 
lents. Accordingly, these insti¬ 
tutions are stepping up their 
band purchases, possibly with 
the thought that tneir year-end 
financial statements would not 
be very impressive if they 
show a lot of cash in a period 
when interest rates are falling. 

Dealers generally concede 
that their bond inventories are 
relatively _ small so that any 
sizable investment demand 
would have to be met with 
new offerings. For several 
months, underwriters have not 
been able to find an interest 


level for fixed-rate bond issues 
that satisfied both borrowers 
and lenders. So instead-they 
have been feeding the market 
with an overly rich diet of 
floating rate note (FRN) issues.
